music is big business these days. 

The industry seems to be more 
about lawsuits, copyrights, image, 
marketing, and market share than it is 
about anything remotely related to art. 
But it wasn’t always this way. Really, it 
wasn't. 

Once upon a long time ago, there 
were two giants in the local music biz. 
One was Bill Graham, who started off 
as business manager for the Mime 
Troupe. By the mid-1960s, he'd fig- 
ured out that there was real money to 
be made promoting concerts, and 
when he died in a helicopter crash, in 
1991, he was rich and famous. 

Graham was often a pain in the ass, 
but he always had a real love for music 
and musicians, and he cared about the 
community. When his company, Bill 
Graham Presents (BGP), was sold to 
Clear Channel, the evil corporate con- 
glomerate, it was a real tragedy. 

The other giant was Chet Helms. 

Born in 1942 in Santa Maria, he 
grew up in Austin, Texas, moved to 
San Francisco in 1962, and — as the 
child of a mixed-race marriage — 
began doing benefits for the civil 
rights movement. Within a few years, 
Helms and Graham were producing 
concerts on alternating weekends at 
the Fillmore. 

Helms was the authentic hippie 
promoter, the guy who cared more 
about the music and the people than 
about the money he could make. He 
did free shows. When he charged 
money, he let a lot of folks in for free. 
He loved everyone, and everyone 
loved him. If you could ever claim that 
anyone “produced” the Summer of 
Love, in 1967, it would have been Chet 
Helms. 

In the end, he was never going to 
compete with Bill Graham, and by the 
1970s he was out of the concert busi- 
ness altogether. 

Helms died June 25, at age 62. As 
Bruce B. Brugmann reports on page 
13, he was a San Francisco original, 
and he will be missed. 

And now, in 2005, as Kimberly 
Chun and I report on page 13, New 
Times Newspapers, which owns our 
competitor, SF Weekly, has cut a deal 
with Clear Channel for the naming 
rights to the Warfield Theatre that in- 
cludes an advertising contract that ef- 
fectively cuts the Bay Guardian, and 
other competitors, completely out of 
the BGP concert advertising money. 

It’s the sort of thing you expect 
from big out-of-town corporations. 
Bill Graham and Chet Helms would 
never have let it happen.

As the 
district’s general counsel, my role is to 
provide the SAC with objective advice 
about legal issues that come before it, 
particularly compliance with our open 
government laws, such as the Brown 
Act. Whether it is the SAC or the Board 
of Education, my obligation is to tell 
the entity that I am advising when they 
are about to violate the open govern- 
ment laws that govern them and are 
crucial to maintaining transparency. 
in our democratic system. It’s not a 
message that is always welcomed. But 
it’s a message that as an attorney I have 
a duty to convey. And that is precisely 
what I did.

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Ackerman stifles dissent 


of the San Francisco Unified School District 
has to stop. 

Two years ago, I spoke during public com- 
ment at a school board meeting to criticize the 
unilateral firing of Student Advisory Council 
staff by the administration. The next day — dur- 
ing school time and without the consent of my 
parents — I sat in my principal’s office for an 
hour and a half while I was questioned, advised 
to give more respect to Supt. Arlene Ackerman, 
and told to stay mum. 
How do staff members 
at my school have the 
right to tell me what not 
to say at a public meet- 
ing of the school board? 

At a meeting called by 
the district staff last 
month, district staff and 
Youth Leadership Insti- 
tute, which works with 
SAC on a district contract, told SAC representa- 
tives that if we continued to advanc¢e resolutions 
opposing Ackerman’s policy requiring teachers to 
reapply for their jobs at restructured schools and 
criticize her lucrative contract, the superintend- 
ent “would retaliate against the SAC,” and our 
council would be dismantled. Later I found out 
staff members had also called individual stu- 
dents specifically for the purpose of asking them 
to take their names off the resolutions. 

The fact that adult staff are even getting in- 
volved in the deliberations of a council whose 

_ purpose is to represent students is unethical, un- 
democratic, and authoritarian. 

On June 9 Ackerman sent an e-mail to SAC 
reps unilaterally postponing our meeting, and 
principals contacted students to tell them not to 
attend the meeting. Our chair, after looking in 
the law books to be sure Ackerman had no au- 
thority to act in such a manner, called the meet- 
ing anyway, and we passed both resolutions 
overwhelmingly. 

But it wasn’t over. As the meeting convened,

the district handed out a 30-page press packet 
declaring that I didn’t write my own resolu- 
tions and that adults were “using” students for 
their own political agenda (even though noth- 
ing we do is even binding). The press packet told 
students to go back to working on bathrooms 
instead of going into adult issues we don’t un- 
derstand. 

I have a few questions: Are taxpayers’ dollars 
supposed to be used to hire personal public re- 
lations henchmen for the superintendent? How

does the PR department sleep at night knowing 
they attack students and stifle free speech? Where 
are our First Amendment rights? 

I remember that when I first began working 
with the school district, I had such innocence 
and optimism about government. I had always 
thought it was something honest, something you 
could look up to that made changes to better so- 
ciety. 

But after two years, after seeing such corrup- 
tion, intimidation tactics, and stifling of dissent, 
I have grown cynical about the process. My ex- 
perience leads me to the conclusion that in order 
to improve the process, there must be good peo- 
ple willing to fight for an honest government 
that works for the public good. I will continue 
that fight. * :

Reject the Comcast deal 


ice. With cable becoming increasingly impor- 

tant for a lot more than TV, San Francisco needs 
to be taking a long, hard look at what it wants from 
its service provider, Comcast, and what it should 
demand when the 40-year franchise agreement ex- 
pires at the end of this year. 

Instead — in the continuation of a terrible pattern 
we've seen three times in the past decade — the city 
is preparing to extend the franchise for four more 
years in exchange for an $8 million cash settlement. 
The money’s nice, but the process is all backward: 
Local media activists were just getting started on a 
needs assessment (a report on what the communi- 
ty is looking to get from a communications franchise) 
when the settlenient came down. 

The terms of the deal require Comcast to pay 
about $3.5 million directly to the General Fund and 
to pour another $4.4 million into new equipment 
and operating funds for public access, government, 


g an Francisco has lousy, overpriced cable TV sery- 


and educational channels. But in exchange, the city 
can't even begin to negotiate a new deal for four 
more years. 

That’s a bad deal for San Francisco. With the com- 
munications world vastly different than it was in 
1975, the city needs to start from scratch. Comcast is 
selling not only cable TV but telephone and broad- 
band service. Community facilities, schools, and 
low-income residents need cheap or free telecom- 
munications services. The rates need to be tightly reg- 
ulated, and in some cases, sharply reduced. Service 
needs to be upgraded (getting new cable TV or 
broadband installed is often a nightmare, with serv- 
ice “windows” of up to four hours, and late arrivals 
— or nonarrivals — are common). 

We agree the city desperately needs new rev- 
enue, but this settlement could set the tone for 
another long-term franchise agreement — and it 
contains few of the things the city needs. The su- 
pervisors should reject it. 


Vicious politics 


one expects a few elbows and shin kicks here 

and there. But the attacks on Sup. Gerardo San- 
doval by Don Fisher, attorney Jim Sutton, and po- 
litical consultant Duane Baughman that were first re- 
ported in the San Francisco Chronicle are on anoth- 
er level altogether and inject a personal viciousness 
into local politics that ought not to be tolerated. 

The story goes back to 2003, when Sandoval 
voted to support legislation banning chain stores in 
certain neighborhoods. Fisher, the head of Gap, 
Inc., had warned Sandoval that he would be pun- 
ished if he voted for the legislation; the next fall, 
Fisher helped fund a string of the most foul-hit 
mailers we've ever seen. Sandoval was accused of 
being a friend of John Ashcroft, of failing to sup- 
port abortion rights, of failing to help people with 
AIDS — and, in effect, of being a Nazi sympa- 
thizer. Some of the fliers were sent out anony- 
mously, and to this day, there’s no real concrete 
proof of who paid for or produced them. 

But all signs pointed to Fisher and Baughman, 
and Sandoval sued for an injunction to halt the 
tsunami of sleaze. A judge agreed — but when 
Sandoval won reelection despite the attacks, his op- 
ponents kept going. They filed an entirely inap- 


g an Francisco politics is a contact sport, and every- 


propriate SLAPP motion (under the Strategic Law- 
suit Against Public Participation law, which was de- 
signed to help small public-interest groups battle 
big corporations) and won a judgment against 
Sandoval. Now they want him to cough up 
$150,000 in legal fees, which the supervisor, a for- 
mer public defender who now makes about $80,000 
a year, can’t possibly pay. If Fisher and Baughman 
persist, Sandoval, who has a young child, may lose 
his house. 

In the end, what's going on here is a billionaire 
power broker and a greedy consultant trying to de- 
stroy a politician who defied them. After the election, 
Sandoval was ready to let the matter lie; he even 
waived the right to ask for any damages from his suit. 
But Sutton, Fisher, and Baughman — whose ob- 
noxious, giddy remarks to the Chronicle demonstrate 
how pleased he is to be squeezing Sandoval — won't 
let go. 

This is now a political issue, not a legal one. 
Mayor Gavin Newsom, who hired Sutton to advise 
his campaign and who is friendly with Fisher, needs 
to let these attack dogs know that their conduct is 
not acceptable — and that, if they continue to poi- 
son the atmosphere of local politics, they will have 
no future in this town. #% 


Good and bad ethics plans 


Charter amendments June 30 that would sig- 

nificantly change the structure and operations of 
the Ethics Commission and Sunshine Ordinance 
Task Force. One, By Michela Alioto-Pier, amounts to 
a political attack on several of the more progressive 
commissioners and should be defeated. The other, by 
Ross Mirkarimi, is a much-needed reform that de- 
serves full support. 

Alioto-Pier wants to ban anyone who has been 
convicted of a felony involving “moral turpitude,” 
has been disbarred, or has been a candidate for of- 
fice or a political consultant in the past four years 


Te San Francisco supervisors will consider two 


from serving on Ethics or Sunshine. That sounds 
good — until you realize it’s directly aimed at 
three people, Ethics commissioners Joe Lynn (who 
is recovering from drug problems that cost him his 
law license a decade ago), Eileen Hansen (who ran 
for supervisor in 2002) and Sunshine Task Force 
member Doug Comstock, who is a political con- 
sultant. 

Mirkarimi’s plan would give Ethics a stable budg- 
et, based on actual needs (not politics), and would 
give the panel more latitude in hiring outside coun- 
sel. It’s a good idea, and ought to be applied to the 
Sunshine Task Force too. %

City punts on cable contract 


SF would get millions from Comcast 
but give up on increasing access

Sometimes when you are behind the 
eight ball, it is wiser to go for the easy 
pocket shot instead of holding out for a 
high-stakes, high-risk bank shot. And 
that could be why San Francisco is seri- 
ously considering a controversial settle- 
ment of its lawsuit against cable con- 
glomerate Comcast. 

The deal is worth roughly $8 million: 
$3.5 million goes directly to the general 
fund and about $4.4 million goes to help 
equip and run its PEG (public access, 
educational, and government) television 
channels. The settlement terms are over 
and above the $517,000 in franchise fees 
the city already receives from Comcast 
annually. 

The payout would settle the city’s com- 
plaint that Comcast didn’t get the re- 
quired city approval before taking over 
AT&T's contract as part of the 2002 merg- 
er of the companies, and that AT&T had 
not lived up to its contractual obligations. 

Yet the settlement would also extend 
the current franchise agreement with 
Comcast — which expires at the end of 
this year — for four more years, delaying 
the opportunity for city residents to get 
more services from Comcast in exchange 
for the company’s right to use public 
rights of way. F 

And that’s the part of this deal that has 
public access advocates like Media Al- 
liance and Access SF hopping mad. They 
thought a new franchise would be ne- 
gotiated by the end of the year, when 
the old one ends. They were in the mid- 
dle of a community needs assessment 
process that could have expanded pub- 
lic access to the airwaves. 

“The process is all Wrong. The city is 
supposed to be asking the community, 
‘What do we want?” said Sydney Levy, of 
Media Alliance. “We were having meet- 
ings during the time this [settlement] 
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was being drafted. We are being ignored.” 

Comcast, by contrast, seems happy: 
“We are gratified to reach this agree- 
ment to clear up all the past alleged com- 
pliance issues,” said Andrew Johnson, 
vice president of communications for 
Comcast in the Bay Area. i 

Officials in Mayor Gavin Newsom’s 
administration, which negotiated the 
settlement, didn’t return our calls for 
comment. But the agreement definitely 
takes some pressure off the department 
of technology and information services, 
which started the regewal process way 
too late and doesn’t appear to have the 
resources to negotiate effectively with 
such a large and litigious company (see 
“People v. Television,’ 3/30/05). 

The settlement buys time and gives the 
city some desperately needed cash, as 
well as allowing the company’s tense ne- 
gotiations with other California cities to 
shake out and offer a clearer picture of 
what San Francisco can expect. 

Sometime in July, the Board of Su- 
pervisors will make the decision on 
adopting or rejecting the settlement. **

No warning 


The city’s police watchdog takes a nap

For the past 18 months, the San Francisco Office of Citizen 
Complaints, the agency charged with monitoring police mis- 
conduct, has slacked off on one of its key duties. 

The OCC is supposed to run an “early-warning system” 
aimed at identifying possible problem cops. But, in violation 
of city rules, that system is laying dormant, to the annoyance 
of city officials and local activists. : 

“The OCC is failing to do a lot of what they're supposed to 
be doing,” said Mark Schlosberg, an expert on police practices 


with the northern California ACLU. “The early-warning sys- 


tem is critical, and they haven't run it for 18 months.” 

When the early-warning system is up and running, the 
OCC collects information on city police officers accused 
of misconduct and forwards the data to San Francisco Police 
Department brass on a weekly and quarterly basis. The 
quarterly reports focus on cops who've been the subject of 
three or more complaints from the public, a likely indicator 
of roguish behavior. A cop whose name repeatedly pops up 
in the system is supposed to have his or her job performance 
reviewed by a superior. . 

For the past year and a half, however, the OCC has failed 
to send the information to the SFPD, short-circuiting the 
whole operation. 

At a June 22 meeting of the Police Commission — which 
oversees both the OCC and the police department — OCC 
boss Kevin Allen portrayed the screwup as a simple bureau- 
cratic snafu. According to Allen, his agency quit compiling its 
early-warning reports after the OCC and the police depart- 
ment started discussing an overhaul of the system nearly 
two years ago. 

That explanation didn’t sit well with commissioner Gayle 
Orr-Smith, who noted that the early-warning system is man- 
dated by an SFPD general order, “If the order has not been sus- 
pended, then the order is still in place, is that not correct?” she 
asked Allen. 


“That is correct,” Allen humbly replied. 

Commissioner Teresa Sparks also sound- 
ed peeved. “I’m a little confused, It seems like 
someone should have been responsible for 
this,” she griped. 

Allen told the commission he accepted re- 
sponsibility for the collapse of the system and would start 
sending reports to the SFPD again. 

Speaking for the police department, which shares some 
blame for the situation, Lt. Charles Keohane got metaphys- 
ical. “The order has not been ignored,” he told the commis- 
sion. “It hasn’t been followed by letter, but it has been followed 
in spirit.” 

This isn’t the first time in recent years the department's in- 
ternal processes have broken down. Around the time of the so- 
called Fajitagate indictments, in the spring of 2003, lawyers for 
the police department revealed that the SFPD was routinely fail- 
ing to turn over information on officer misconduct to de- 
fense attorneys. The revelation prompted court officials to 
appoint a special master to review 3,000 criminal cases. 

The SFPD has also had trouble completing investigations 
into incidents in which cops shoot civilians. An August 2004 - 
Bay Guardian report uncovered a three-year backlog of un- 
finished investigations. 

At the ACLU, Schlosberg faulted the OCC for the latest 
slipup and unleashed some fairly withering criticism. “I think 
there needs to be an audit of the OCC to see how the office is 
functioning,” said Schlosberg, who's historically been a cham- 
pion of the OCC and helped author Proposition H, a 2003 bal- 
lot measure strengthening agency. “They haven't put out an an- 
nual report since late director Mary Dunlap left,” about two 
years ago. 

In an interview, Allen sought to defuse the criticism, say- 
ing the OCC is aggressively investigating misbehavior, has 
prosecuted three misconduct cases in recent months, and is 
poised to release a report detailing its activities over the 
past two years. 

Asked about the early-warning system, Allen described its 
abrupt shutdown as a misunderstanding. “I was under the 
impression that it was suspended,” he said. **

The call came in to us at the Bay Guard- 
ian from Matt Gonzalez, former president 
of the Board of Supervisors. Chet had 
gone into the hospital and might not be 
coming out. 

This was sad news to us. “Chet” was 
Chet Helms, and we have carried an ad- 
mittedly strong Chet Helms bias ever since 
we started out at the same time, back in the 
mid-1960s, doing our own versions of in- 
dependent alternative media. Chet started 
his legendary “Summer of Love” rock pro- 
motion career by putting together jam 
sessions in the basement of a historic Vic- 
torian at 1090 Page St., shortly before we 
started the Bay Guardian, in 1966, froma 
desk at a small printer in the alley behind 
the San Francisco Chronicle building. 

The word about Chet’s hospitalization 
quickly whipped around his vast network 
of friends, allies, and admirers (he had no 
known enemies), and the calls flooded in to 
Chet’s wife, Judy Davis, and Lee Hous- 
keeper, his longtime friend and crisis man- 
ager. People started coming by in droves to 
see him at the Pacific Medical Center. Davis, 
Houskeeper, and friends by his bedside 
tried to keep upbeat as the news worsened. 
It was a special San Francisco moment. 

At 12:35 a.m. Saturday, Chet died of 
complications from a stroke he'd suffered 
Tuesday,June 21. At 5:35 a.m. Saturday, 
Houskeeper sent out a splendid e-mail 
news story with the obituary details and a 
defining statement on Chet: 

“No discussion involving the ’60s, the 
source of the ‘San Francisco sound, or the 
‘Summer of Love’ can take place without 
mentioning Chet Helms, a front-line con- 
tributor to the people, ideas, and events 
surrounding the most dynamic decade in 
American history.” 

Chet kept his sense of humor through-

out the ordeal and died surrounded by 
friends who did their best to make his last 
hours at the hospital a Chet party. “It was 
a beautiful death,” Davis told the Chroni- 
cle for its Sunday obituary. “It was a good- 
bye party. We all sang and told stories. We 
had a chance to really show our love and 
say goodbye. He died as he lived — sur- 
rounded by love.” 

The Chronicle, to its credit, ran a nice 
obit (as did PJ. Corkery in the Examin- 
er); both papers treated him better in 
death than they had in life. Chet would 
have been delighted to know that the 
Chronicle obit referred to him 19 times as 
“Mr. Helms.” 

Mr. Helms? In the four decades I have 
known Chet, I have never heard him re- 
ferred to as “Mr. Helms.” He was always 
simply Chet. And he will always be sim- 
ply Chet. 

If ever there was a person who exempli- 
fied the term sui generis, it would be Chet. 

He was one of a kind, a Texas gentleman 
in a white suit and wide-brimmed hat, 
who proudly carried his hippie lifestyle 
and the missionary zeal of his fundamen- 
talist minister grandfather into San Fran- 
cisco and became a San Francisco original. 
He didn’t play an instrument or sing, but 
he became a founder of the San Francisco 
music scene in the 1960s with pioneering 
shows at the Avalon Ballroom, the Fill- 
more, and even in Golden Gate Park. 

He managed Big Brother and the Hold- 
ing Company, and brought in his old 
friend Janis Joplin from Texas to give the 
group flashes of fame. But his real skill

lay in creating what 
Houskeeper calls “im- 
mersive experiences 
among the artists and 
audience”: Pulsating 
rock music. Psychedelic 
light shows that are now 


Colorful posters. Low 
stages to keep the per- 
formers close to the au- 
dience. And — what 
Chet often told me was 
the key — the feel of a 
good, rousing party. 

“If you took the 
music in the abstract, it 
was loud folk music,” 
Barry Melton, the lead guitarist for Coun- 
tty Joe and the Fish, told me. “But when 
you put it in a pulsating, womblike envi- 
ronment like the Avalon, you are protect- 
ed from the outside, and you are nurtured 
from the inside. You feel as if you are in a 
protected space where you will be taken 
care of from beginning to end.” Melton 
credits Chet and his production company, 
the Family Dog, with nourishing a long 
list of groups, from Country Joe to the 
Grateful Dead to Jefferson Airplane. Pro- 
moters all over the world tried to duplicate 
Chet’s format. 

Alas, Chet was a creator and not real- 
ly a businessman. The city revoked his 
sound permits at the Avalon, and Bill 
Graham muscled him out of the local 
concert business. 

How did Graham beat Chet, when Chet 


was there first with the most? “Chet was 


smoking dope and Bill wasn’t,” Julius 
Karpen, successor to Chet as manager of 
Big Brother, told me. Then he laughed 
and said, “Chet had the vision and Bill 
had the business plan” ~ 

Chet retired from the concert business 
in 1970, but he kept on as an influential 
presence and spirit in the city, running an 
art gallery, doing digitized photography 
and exhibiting it, putting on benefits, help- 
ing friends, founding an informal club 
called “Boys Night Out,” and keeping the 
faith with his hippie ideals. He came out of 
retirement in 1997 with a vintage Chet 
cliff-hanger: a successful 30th anniversary 
“Summer of Love” event in Golden Gate 
Park with his friends, without much 
money, and taking potshots from the city 
all along the way. It was a wonderful event 


ona sunny day that featured his old bands, 
great music, 60,000 people, no arrests, and 
no incidents. 

Then Chet got a $30,000 bill from the 
city for police overtime costs. (The reason 
Chet was personally liable was because he 
had neglected to incorporate the Summer 
of Love group, as he had been asked to do 
at early meetings in the Bay Guardian of- 
fice.) He came to me for advice. I said, 
just lie low, Chet. 

The next thing I knew, Chet was con- 
fessing before a City Hall committee and 
on television, saying he had no money 
but would gladly give up his jacket. The 
city kept pressing, and he came back to me 
for advice once again, 

Chet, I said, next time lie lower. 

It tickles me to know that he died still 
owing $30,000 to the city. Considering all » 
that Chet has done for San Francisco for so 
long, it was more than a fair deal. + 


Besides wife Judy Davis of San Francisco, 
Chet is survived by his stepdaughter, Sarah 
Davis of San Francisco; two brothers, John 
Helms of San Francisco and Jim Helms of 
Hawaii; and three grandchildren. 

Services are private, and his remains will 
be interred in a public place where friends 
and family-can visit him (TBA, to be an- 
nounced, as Chet would say). The veteran 
Chet brigade that put on the 30th “Summer 
of Love” event is planning a celebration in 
Chet’s memory so that, as Lee Houskeeper 
says, “people will get to see what they missed 
by not being at Chet’s Avalon Ballroom or 
meeting Chet.” So many artists and bands 
have offered to play that the plan is to hold 
several concerts. The events are being coor- 
dinated by musician Joli Valenti, son of Dino 
Valenti of the Quicksilver Messenger Ser- 
vice who wrote the ’60s hit “Get Together.”

‘SF Weekly’ cuts deal with Clear Channel 


Two anticompetitive chains seek to dominate concert ads

New Times, which owns SF Weekly and East Bay Ex- 
press, has cut a deal with Clear Channel, the giant en- 
tertainment conglomerate, that could shut other print 
media, including the Bay Guardian, out of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in concert advertising, repre- 
sentatives of Bill Graham Presents, a Clear Channel sub- 
sidiary, told Bay Guardian ad sales staffers June 23. 

Under the terms of the deal, New Times will pay 
Clear Channel a sum in the high six figures for nam- 
ing rights to the Warfield Theatre, which for the next 
three years will become the SF Weekly Warfield, BGP 
representatives said. 

In exchange, Clear Channel will spend so much 
money on advertising in the Weekly and Express that 
there will be little or no money left for competing 
print media. 

In effect, one of the nation’s largest media oligop- 
olies has joined forces with the nation’s largest alter- 
native weekly chain to squeeze out an independent- 
ly owned competitor. 

“Tt’s bad,” Jeff Perlstein, executive director of Media 
Alliance, told us. “As all these dark tentacles become 
entwined, it gets more and more serious as a threat to 
independent media.” 

Nobody at New Times, SF Weekly, or Clear Channel 
would return our calls seeking comment. But a press 
release sent out June 27 from SF Weekly and BGP de- 
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scribed the naming-rights deal and stated that SF 
Weekly and BGP “will collaborate across business 
fronts.” 

The press release never mentions New Times or 
Clear Channel and presents the deal as if it were just 
a friendly agreement between local companies. 

The BGP staffers who informed the Bay Guardian’s 
entertainment account manager, Adam Shandobil, 
and marketing manager, Warren Spicer, of the deal 
said it was effective immediately. And in fact, BGP has 
pulled all of its ads from the Bay Guardian this week. 

BGP presents concerts and events at the Fillmore, 
Shoreline Amphitheatre, Chronicle Pavilion, Punch 
Line, and Mountain Winery in the Bay Area, and at 
Sleep Train Amphitheatre in Marysville, among 
other venues, and ads from all of these are affected 
by the deal. 

Media observers we contacted said they'd never 
heard of a similar deal — but the arrangement comes 
as little surprise. Clear Channel, which owns 7 local 
radio stations and more than 1,200 nationwide, is 
known around the country for its savage, anticom- 
petitive policies and its attempts to establish hege- 
mony in entertainment markets (see “Clear and Pre- 
sent Danger,’ 4/24/2002). New Times, which owns 11 
alt-weeklies, has become an icon of cutthroat, anti- 
competitive behavior in the alternative press (see 
“The Predatory Chain,” 6/27/2002). 


In the 1990s Clear Channel developed an aggres- 
sive strategy of buying up not only local radio stations 
but billboard companies and concert and sports pro- 
moters. The idea, as the Wall Street Journal reported 
June 24, was that “Clear Channel figured its radio sta- 
tions and billboards could shill upcoming concerts, 
and performers would gravitate to its vents for the 
extra marketing. The radio stations would push con- 
cert offerings in each market.” 

But it hasn’t worked out that well. “Instead,” the 
Journal noted, “the combination irked music fans, 
record labels, and artists, who complained that Clear 
Channel used its might to punish artists who didn’t 
play by its rules and contributed to the sharp rise in 
ticket prices at venues it controls.” 

That’s why Clear Channel recently announced 
plans to spin off its concert business as a new 
subsidiary, 

The media company has also been accused of 
censorship. The day after the Sept. 11 attacks, Clear 
Channel issued a list of songs that its stations were 
advised not to play, including John Lennon’s “Imag- 
ine” and anything by Rage Against the Machine. 
Shortly after Clear Channel bought Bay Area radio 
station KMEL, the station fired producer David 
“Davey D” Cook, who had dared to air a show about 
Rep. Barbara Lee’s objections to the invasion of 
Afghanistan. The corporation has close links to the 


Bush administration, and in 2003 Clear Channel sta- 
tions sponsored rallies supporting the administra- 
tion’s war in Iraq. 

These are the people SF Weekly is getting into bed 
with. 

New Times and Clear Channel have at least one 
thing in common: They hate competition. In Octo- 
ber 2002 New Times cut a deal with Village Voice 
Media in which the two chains agreed to end com- 
petition in Los Angeles and Cleveland by shutting 
down a pair of alternative papers. New Times closed 
its LA paper and secured the Cleveland market for it- 
self VVM reciprocated by shutting down its Cleveland 
operation. The US Justice Department declared the 
deal illegal (see “New Times Nailed,” 1/21/03). 

Sherry Wasserman, a senior official at Another 
Planet, a BGP competitor, said the deal sounded 
highly unusual. “Look at.the Chronicle Pavilion, 
which still advertises in the Contra Costa Times and 
every other place,” she said. 

Guy Carson, owner of Café du Nord, said the 
arrangement might have a negative affect on the 
local music scene. “Obviously this has big implica- 
tions,” he told us. “To the extent that it hurts the Bay 
Guardian and [the] Chronicle, it’s going to hurt the 
local scene. 

“Maybe,” he added, “SF is not immune to general 
homogenization.”

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Against all enemies 


Ackerman’s aversion to debate is making it harder for the school district to grapple with serious issues. 
By Tali Woodward and Steven T. Jones 


UPT. ARLENE ACKERMAN’S LONG PATTERN of treating 


those who disagree with her as enemies has destroyed 


her relationships with key schools stakeholders and se- 
riously restricted the district’s ability to function. 


Ackerman’s battles with the elected San Fran- 
cisco Board of Education have grabbed headlines for 
years, but this year she has simply stopped coming 
to many meetings, offering her recommendations 
on complicated and controversial issues, or engag- 
ing in more than cursory conversations with board 
members. 

Lesser known but equally important is the de- 
volution of her relationships with the teachers 
union, student groups like the Student Advisory 
Council, the Board of Supervisors, and the media 
(and not just the Bay Guardian, which Ackerman 
announced last week she would stop talking to). 

At the same time, Ackerman has strengthened 
her ties to groups that have overtly conservative 
political agendas, from SFSOS to the San Francis- 
co Chamber of Commerce, which have become 
proxies in her political battles: staging press con- 
ferences and rallies on her behalf, blasting Acker- 
man’s opponents in interviews and e-mail blitzes, 
and pumping up the indignation and turnout at 
public meetings. 

Lately, the situation has come to a head in the 
form of this striking dichotomy: Ackerman works 
well with conservative political groups that want to 
influence school policy but not with the teachers 
who do the day-to-day work of educating the stu- 
dents, or the school board members elected by the 
people to supervise her. 


Ackerman has done many good things since tak- 
ing over a district plagued by corruption and 
neglect. She secured multimillion-dollar settle- 
ments from contractors who had defrauded the 
district, spearheaded campaigns to win new bond 
money and funding from the city, and improved 
student test scores. 

In other words, she cleaned house and firm- 
ly cast her imprint on the San Francisco Unified 
School District. As a result, Ackerman won over 
many parents and others who expect excellence 
from the schools. Yet for all her successes in the 
portion of her job that entails giving orders and 
commanding respect, Ackerman has a deplorable 
history of building mutually respectful rela- 
tionships or incorporating the views of others 
into her plans. 

Instead, Ackerman simply shuts down in the 
face of dissent — openly challenging the motives of 
those with whom she disagrees and cutting off the 
dialogue. Just consider her relationship with Unit- 
ed Educators of San Francisco, the union that rep- 
resents all of the city’s public school teachers. 

It’s a long-standing practice in many school dis- 
tricts for the president of the teachers union to 
meet regularly with the superintendent for a casu- 
al and free-ranging discussion. In-San Francisco, 
those meetings have usually happened each month. 
Soon after current UESF president Dennis Kelly 


took office in June 2003, he and some other union 
honchos met for the first time with Ackerman. Ac- 
cording to Kelly they were discussing a particular 
employee rule when Ackerman said, “You created 
the adversarial relationship.” 

“I was stunned,” Kelly told us. “I asked, “How 
did we do that?” Ackerman then said that when 
Kelly and his slate ran for union leadership posts, 
they ran against her personally. Kelly said he did his 
best to convince her that he never targeted her and 
that he wanted them to work together. 

But union leaders say the relationship has only 
gotten worse. Ackerman and Kelly met for about a 
year, though the meetings were inconsistent. Then, 
in August 2004, SFUSD director of labor relations 
Tom Ruiz told Kelly, “If we wanted to meet with the 
administration, we would meet with him.” 

A few months later, Kelly says, he ran into former 
San Francisco schools superintendent Ramon 
Cortines at an event. When Kelly told him Acker- 
man hadn’t been meeting with the union, Cortines 
agreed to help broker a truce. A meeting was set for 
Jan. 11 at 8 a.m. 

After showing up more than an hour late, Ack- 
erman told Kelly that “she felt we'd shown her dis- 
respect... 
cause we don’t intend to show disrespect,’ he told us. 
“We don’t necessarily agree on things, but we don’t 
intend to show disrespect... And I told her that we 
did not appreciate always being the target of attacks 
that were racially based.” 

Kelly was referring to a favored tactic of Acker- 
man’s supporters, one that was practiced and per- 
fected by former mayor Willie Brown, in which 
political groups allied with downtown financial in- 
terests inject accusations of racism into debates on 
seemingly unrelated topics. It is a tactic that can 
quickly derail substantive discussions. 

“Tt’s very harmful, and it achieves a gridlock that 
makes me suspicious of the people bringing it up,” 
Sup. Tom Ammiano said of the tactic, which he 
endured as a supervisor, during his runs for mayor, 
and as a school board member. 

Regarding the growing division between Acker- 


-man and the school board, the union, and other 


stakeholders, Ammiano told us, “It has now de- 
volved and deteriorated to the point where some- 
thing has to give.”

After Kelly spoke frankly with Ackerman about 
their relationship, Ackerman didn’t show at a second 
meeting, Kelly said. Plans for a third fell apart. 
Cortines didn’t want to talk about the specifics of 
these meetings, but he said he would be more than 
happy to arrange another if both parties were in- 
terested. He was also adamant that a superintend- 
ent should be in dialogue with the teachers union. 

“Over the years, when I’ve been superintendent 
in various places, there were some tense moments. 
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I said, please give me an example, be- © 


But I never allowed the conversation to cease,” 
Cortines said. “If you want to improve schools, you 
need the teachers.” : 
UESF vice president Linda Plack pointed out, 
“As teachers, we really care about student achieve- 


ment. We have similar goals [to those Ackerman 


states].” Later she said, “I don’t think she wants to 
understand how damaging her behavior is to the re- 
lationship. She wants to see it one way.” 

Ackerman’s relationship with the Bay Guardian 
has apparently now ended in a similar fashion. As 
with UESF, this newspaper’s relationship with Ack- 
erman has always been a little tense, partly because 
we took issue with her policy requiring all district 
employees to get Ackerman’s approval before talk- 
ing to the media. 

But after we did back-to-back stories in the past 
month reporting controversial statements Ackerman 
and her staff had made to SFSOS (see “Divide and 
Conquer,’ 5/25/05) and student leaders (see “Learn- 
ing about Politics,” 6/15/05) members, Ackerman 
secretary Tullah Carter responded to our interview 
request for this story by saying, “She said that she’s 
not going to be granting any more interviews to the 
Bay Guardian.” 

Ackerman may have stopped talking with the 
Bay Guardian, the union, school board members, 
various political interest groups, and even members 
of the Board of Supervisors, but she still talks at 
them through political proxies like SFSOS’s Wade 
Randlett (who would not comment for this story) 
or the Chamber of Commerce's Lee Blitch — which 
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has been her preferred means of communication. 

Ackerman has always had a close relationship 
with the business community, whose support she 
positively gushed over at SFSOS’s annual lunch- 
eon on May 17. But she has strengthened and leaned 
on those ties all the more as her other relation- 
ships have deteriorated over the past two years. 

When rumors that Ackerman would likely leave 
San Francisco first peaked, in September 2003, she 
called a press conference to counter them. Joining 
Ackerman at the podium was Blitch, creating a 
chorus that has sought to blame all discord in the 
district on the board, the media, progressives ... 
anybody but Ackerman. 

UESF officials said that when they have raised 
questions about policies this administration is pur- 
suing, they've been targeted by smear campaigns en- 
gineered by Randlett and others. Early last year, 
after Kelly publicly asked questions about Acker- 
man’s Dream Schools initiative, the union was the 
object of one of SFSOS’s e-mail blasts. Afterward, 
Kelly arranged a meeting with Randlett to discuss 
their differences. 

“He said it was his job to protect the superin- 
tendent — at least through the November elec- 
tion,” Kelly told us. And when Kelly again posed 
questions about Dream Schools at a board meeting, 
Randlett was there just minutes later. “He came 
down to tell us there was going to be trouble if we 
were attacking the superintendent. It was like being 
on the school yard again.” 

When asked why he thinks Randlett and others 


are frustrated with UESF, Kelly said, “I 
gather if you are in any way not being en- 
tirely subservient — well, I mean really 
it comes down to asking questions. 
When we went and talked [at the meet- 
ing], it was about problems with the 
program, not the superintendent.” 


For a long time, the strategy seemed to 
work. Ackerman had the support of a 
narrow majority on the school board 
and political support for pushing 
through reforms despite concerns from 
the union and community members. 
And it was easy for the media to blame 
the minority of vocal lefties on the school 
board for any discord. 

“It’s unfortunate that the media has 
given her a lot of cover,” said school 
board member Mark Sanchez, Acker- 
man’s most vocal critic. 

After Ackerman board ally Heather 
Hiles lost her seat last fall, the lame duck 
board called an emergency meeting dur- 
ing which it approved a new contract 
for Ackerman on a 4-3 vote. 


that make her hard to work with. 

“T feel like we should have good rela- 
tionships to be’a functional organiza- 
tion. Could my relationship with the 
superintendent be better? Yes,” he told 
us. Yee said he tries to keep his conver- 
sations with Ackerman short and to the 
point to avoid conflicts. “When I have a 
dialogue with her, I try to keep it real 
calm and just let her know how I feel 
about something without starting a big 
discussion.” 

He also said her frequent absences 
from school board meetings and her 
new approach of withholding recom- 
mendations on controversial items make 
it hard for the board to do its job, par- 
ticularly as the district wrestles with a 
$22 million budget shortfall that is forc- 
ing school closures. 

“Whatever her reasons are, it’s really 
hard when she doesn’t feel comfortable 
enough to even say, ‘These are my rec- 
ommendations.” Yee said. 

Media accounts of Ackerman’s time as 
superintendent in Washington, DC, are 
eerily similar, telling a tale of a superin-

The new contract included an annu- 
al raise of $26,000, putting her salary at 
$250,000, among the highest in the 
country for school district superintend- 
ents. Even more provocative was the 
$375,000 severance package she would 
get even if she quit, which many saw as 
both pricey and designed to insulate her 
from the new board majority. Acker- 
man used the opportunity to stop talk- 
ing to many board members and even 
stop attending many of the board’s meet- 
ings. 

New board president Eric Mar told 
us, “I’ve been trying to set a meeting 
with her for several weeks, and it hasn't 
come together. I’ve been making an ef- 
fort to try to meet with her regularly. I 
don’t think it’s reciprocal.” 

Sarah Lipson has been the most soft- 
spoken of Ackerman’s critics on the 
school board. For some time now, she’s 
been the one who has been able to meet 
with the superintendent, the one who 
has tried to keep lines of communication 
open. 

But over the past four months, Ack- 
erman has cut off her regular monthly 
meeting with Lipson. “She’s canceled 
every meeting without rescheduling,” 
Lipson told us. 

“We've always had disagreements, but 
we've always managed to work it out,” 
Lipson continued. “Now she doesn’t even 
look at me. It’s worse than it’s ever been.” 

Norman Yee, a moderate new addition 
to the school board, is restrained in his 
criticism of Ackerman but acknowledges 
observing many of the personal traits

tendent at war with her school board, 
hostile to the media, working the angles 
to get a lucrative contract with a no-fire 
clause, and aloof when dealing with par- 
ent groups and other district stakehold- 
ers. 

“She’s the ultimate in imperious ad- 
ministration,’ Marc Fisher, a Washington 
Post columnist who wrote about Acker- 
man’s time in DC, told us in an e-mail. 
“Ackerman was oblivious to the political 
realities of the city and had almost no al- 
lies.” 

The tables continued to turn against 
Ackerman recently when a parent dis- 
covered an Education Code provision 
that seems to require superintendent 
contracts to be debated and approved 
at regularly scheduled meetings, not 
the kind of short-notice special meet- 
ing that spawned Ackerman’s contract. 

Attorneys Whitney Leigh and Matt 
Gonzalez filed a lawsuit June 22 seeking 
to invalidate the contract and force a 
new vote by the school board, a goal 
that was supported by the Student Ad- 
yisory Council despite heavy-handed 
lobbying by the Ackerman administra- 
tion. 

The series of events has put Acker- 
man and her allies on the defensive for a 
change — and placed on public display 
some of the superintendent's less en- 
dearing traits. *

Covering schools for the Bay Guardian, 


I’ve grown accustomed to the various 


tactics the people in the PR apparatus 
employ: long delays for even basic infor- 
mation, none-too-subtle suggestions that 
raising any topic they consider unpleasant 
might compromise future access, and 
admonishments to district staff not to 
talk to reporters without their clearance. 
I’ve also watched this PR team work re- 
lentlessly to cast anyone with questions 
about how the district is running as a 
political enemy who's not concerned with 
“the kids.” 

_Ackerman’s defenders have argued that 
the $400,000-a-year PR effort is neces- 
sary if city residents are ever going to re- 
gain faith in the San Francisco Unified 
School District. But the PR office has 
often seemed more akin to a corporate 
spin machine working to protect a sensi- 
tive CEO than a public service set up to 
disseminate information —.or, for that 
matter, do anything for kids. 

Then again, that’s public relations for 
you, [t's all about manipulating informa- 
tion and making your boss look as good 
at possible. At least Ackerman’s PR team 
never seemed willing to peo attack 
SFUSD students. 

Until recently, 

In late May, a 17-year-old on the Stu- 
dent Advisory Council named Alan Wong 
-— one of those unusual kids who at- 
tends committee meetings and debates

SFUSD staffers tried — and failed — 
to convince the students on the SAC to 
drop Wong's resolutions (see “Learning 
about Politics,’ 6/15/05, and Opinion, 

page 11). 

And when Ackerman’s administration 
had run out of ways to stall or blunt the 
measures — she even tried to postpone 
the meeting where the SAC was supposed 
to vote on the resolutions — her PR team 
swung into action. 

- They did not address the kids’ reports 


_ that SFUSD staffers had pressured them 


to.drop their resolutions (1 had sent them 
a dozen questions about those accounts 
days before and was rebuffed with a state- 
ment that didn’t even acknowledge the 
central issues). Instead, on June 13 Ack- 
erman’s special assistant Lorna Ho, who 
runs the PR office, distributed a press 
packet that sought to deflect questions 
by entirely reframing the issues. In it, the 
school district alleged that the SAC rep- 
resentatives were being “used” in some 
sort of adult conspiracy — not by district 
staffers, as the SAC members had told 
me, but by “certain adults ... trying to 
pursue their own political objectives.” In 
other words, by people they see as enemies 
of the Ackerman administration. 

“The district feels it is unconscionable 
that adults may be using the SAC as a 
political tool to embarrass the superin- 
tendent and are calling for that activity to 


stop,’ the press release read. But the pack- ' 


et —- all 30 pages of it — contains little 
more than wild accusation. 
In many ways, it was astounding — 
and in others, it fit nicely into a consistent 
and well-worn pattern. 


‘Facts’ 


There are some factual problems with 
the thick press packet. For instance, in a 
section helpfully headed “Facts,” it states 


that at a June 6 SAC meeting “Jane Kim 
and other executive board members of 


San Francisco Bay Guardian 


: UESE (Voited Edacaton of San Francis- 
co, the union that represents local teach- 


ers] gave public comment in favor of the 
two resolutions.” 

Unlike any member of the PR staff, I 
was at that meeting, which I recorded. 
Kim —- who, incidentally, is not a mem- 
ber of UESE, but a youth organizer who 
ran for school board last fall — did not 
speak in favor of either resolution. In- 
stead, she said, in part, “My main purpose 
in being here is not to advocate for one 
side or the another, but to advocate for 
proper procedure and make sure that stu- 
dent voice is being properly heard at the 
meetings here.... | support whatever that 
vote may be.” 

The packet also contained a letter from 
Ackerman to the members of the SAC. “I 
have recently seen some very disturbing 
signs that certain adults are trying very 
hard to manipulate SAC members in 
order to pursue their own political ob- 
jectives,” it states. “I think this type of be- 
havior is shameful, and I caution all mem- 
bers of the SAC to guard against being 
used to promote other people's agendas.” 

It’s an interesting approach for Acker- 
man to take, given that her staffers were al- 
ready publicly accused of doing the very 
same thing. But what makes it even weird- 
er is that members of the SAC never re- 
ceived the letter. It seems it was written en- 
tirely for public — or at least, media — 
consumption. 

Of course, this is minor stuff com- 
pared to the very ugly message at the 
heart of this particular press packet: 

“We leave it open to public examina- 
tion if it is plausible that the resolutions 
were indeed written solely by the student 
who originally submitted it [sic], or in- 
stead with the assistance of adults,” the 
press release stated. The obvious insinu- 
ation is that drafting a policy statement — 
and trying to convince people to support 
it — is somehow beyond the capacities of 
a high school student. 

“It hurts me that the district doesn’t be- 
lieve in our writing abilities, and has to 
think that somebody else is writing for 


us,’ SAC said president Theresa Muelh- 


bauer, -

In all 30 pages there was absolutely no 
evidence that Wong got help writing the 
resolutions — he also adamantly denies 
the charges. I asked several school board 
members, activists, and union leaders if 
they were involved in the drafting. All of 
them said no, although several said they 
later offered advice when Wong contacted 
them about the pressure SAC members 
were feeling from district staff. 


The true conspiracy 

The June 13 press release also included a 
suggestion to “note the e-mail correspon- 
dence regarding strategy between an adult 
and a SAC student member to gain addi- 
tional press coverage, including plans to in- 
volve a Bay Guardian reporter who has 
written numerous negative articles about 
the superintendent’s administration.” 

The attached e-mail, a personal mes- 
sage from Sunshine Ordinance Task Force 
member Bruce Wolfe to Wong, is largely 
about how to hold the meeting despite 
Ackerman’s order to postpone it, not about 
a media “strategy.” But after eight sentences 
about how to hold the gathering, Wolfe 
wrote, “Contact Talie [sic] Woodward 
about this when you have confirmation 
that the superintendent is making the order 
to cancel the meeting.” Wong had also 
made a comment in the e-mail appended 
beneath about the “excellent press cover- 
age” he expected Ackerman to get. 

Now, one of my main duties as a re- 
porter is to get people to let me know if 
something interesting is going on. Some- 
times people contact me. Sometimes I even 
— gasp! — encourage them to contact 
me. But when I asked Wolfe about the 
e-mail, he said he mentioned me because 
I'd been the only reporter at the June 6 
meeting. 

How this could possibly be construed as 
evidence of a vast conspiracy is beyond 
me. The real mystery: How did the SFUSD 
press department get a copy of a personal 
e-mail from an adult who's not affiliated 
with the school district to a student repre- 
sentative who was not using an SFUSD 
e-mail address? 

On the night of the student vote on 
these resolutions, Wong trolled through 
his e-mail and found a record of the one 
time he'd forwarded the e-mail from Wolfe. 
He'd sent it to a SAC member, who says she 
didn’t pass it on, and to two people who 
work for the nonprofit contracted to help 
run the SAC. 

There’s been a long-running contro- 
versy over whether Ackerman has placed a 
“gag order” on her district staff, admon- 
ishing them not to talk to members of the 
Board of Education or the press without 
getting clearance from her office. Though 
Ackerman has taken issue with the “gag 
order” term, she has repeatedly confirmed 
that she wants staffers to let her office know 
before they speak to the press. She has 
characterized it as a “courtesy.” 

Whatever you want to call it, restricting 
employees’ speech is one thing. Having 
them collect information on political op- 
ponents — including those that aren't yet 
old enough to vote — and turn it over to 


what is, essentially, your propaganda op- 
eration? It’s a whole new level. 


Handling the press 

As implied in the SFUSD’s press release, I 
haven't had a particularly good relationship 
with the Office of Public Engagement and 
Information, which hasn't been happy with 
a lot of things this paper has reported. 

Spokesperson Ho has called my editors 
to complain about my coverage of the 
school district, quibbled with facts even 
when she can’t offer any reason to doubt 
them, and tried to get me to disclose how 
I’ve gotten specific information. I’ve done 
my best to navigate the whole thing — 
after all, it’s part of my job. But no amount 
of following procedure seemed to help, as 
long as I was inquiring about something 
they'd rather the public not know about. 

In case youre wondering why there's 
no comment from Ho or anyone else from 
the district in this story, it's because her 
office has chosen not to talk to us. 

And though this paper has had a par- 
ticularly rocky relationship with Acker- 
man’s PR team, other journalists also say 
the PR department has tried to intimidate 
them and has complained to their super- 
visors that coverage is too “negative.” Fear- 
ing that the working relationships will only 
worsen, these journalists are unwilling to 
talk about their experiences on the record. 

But the PR team hasn't used these ap- 
proaches only with professional journalists. 
They've also worked to intimidate stu- 
dent journalists from Lowell High School’s 
paper. 

In the fall of 2003, Nicole Hui, then an 
11th-grader at Lowell, was looking into 
whether Ackerman had established a gag 
order. Hui told us Ackerman initially didn’t 
return her calls. But once Hui got a copy of 
an e-mail from former assistant superin- 
tendent Winnie Tang describing the in- 
structions given to staffers, Ackerman “de- 
cided to come to Lowell to be interviewed.” 

When Hui’s story ran — under the 
headline “Superintendent Denies Placing 
Gag Order on District” — Ackerman and 
her staff complained about the reporting 
and the illustration that ran with it (a car- 
toon of Ackerman gagging someone with 
a piece of cloth). At least one PR staffer vis- 
ited the school to register criticism. Like the 
SAC representatives, these students had 
raised issues that were politically uncom- 
fortable for the superintendent. 

“| didn’t feel like we did anything 
wrong,” Hui told us. “I thought, this is 
how people felt working under you — 
and we gave you the opportunity to refute 
[the allegations].” 

Hui had to deal with the PR depart- 
ment again when she called a district 
teacher and was asked if she had gotten 
“permission” from the PR office to do the 
story. “I was like, I need permission? What 
about the First Amendment?” Hui said. 
She called Ho, who said she indeed want- 
ed a “heads up” on any story involving 
the district. “Every time you call anyone at 
the district, they just forward you to Lorna 
Ho,” Hui said. “I got kind of annoyed... 
The media has its own right to actually go

In a shrinking market, SF’s antiquarian booksellers stay eccentric.

| here are four kinds of collectors,” 
says John Windle, antiquarian 
bookseller. There are the Jackdaws, 
named after the bird attracted to 
bright and shiny objects; the Com- 
pletists, who will spend 40 years and thou- 
sands of dollars obtaining every book ever 
written about, say, defenestration; the 
Peter Pans, who collect every book their 
mother ever read to them; and, finally, 
the Investors, who buy low and sell high. 

Windle is part of a breed that is ... let’s not 
say “dying,” but rather, “transitioning.” His 
distinguished John Windle Antiquarian 
Bookseller is a well-appointed bookshop 
housed in the old Western Union building 
at 49 Geary St. (Ste. 233, SE 415-986-5826, 
www.johnwindle.com; appointments rec- 
ommended). There were once five high- 
end antiquarian booksellers operating out 
of 49 Geary, also home to several com- 
mendable art galleries. Today, only Windle 
and the Brick Row Book Shop (Ste. 230, 
415-398-0414, www.brickrow.com), owned 
by John Crichton, remain. According to 
Crichton, who is also president of the 450- 
member Antiquarian Booksellers’ Associa- 
tion of America, demand for their services is 
decreasing. 

Prior to the ’80s, ardent book collectors 
continuously renewed the market. That 
trend began to shift, Crichton claims, 
when antique books came to be seen as 
investments by nouveau riche hedge-fund 
managers. Like houses in a hot real estate 
market, the books rapidly changed hands, 
a process that jacked up prices while 
pushing out collectors whose passions 
were not matched by their cash flow. 

Even in the face of big-business com- 
modification, however, book dealing re- 
tains its charm. Crichton, for example, 
has built a collection of 120 works of fic-

tion set in Washington, DC, from 1824 to 
1925, which features such titles as The 
Automobile Girls at Washington or Check- 
mating the Plots of Foreign Spies, which re- 
lays the automobile adventures of a group 
of young ladies. Windle’s fascinatingly di- 
verse collection includes a copy of Karl 
Marx’s Das Kapital published in 1872 in 
St. Petersburg, Russia. This copy, the cat- 
alogue says, “was circulated among at least 
three ... intellectuals while they were in 
jail at different times.” Its margins include 
extensive handwritten notes in Russian, 
English, and German. A week after I talked 
to Crichton, the historic communist cri- 
tique of capitalism sold for $25,000. 

If that sounds a bit beyond your price 
range, then head to the bookstores of 2141 
Mission St. Your first stop will be the second 
floor (use the street-level doorbell to get 
buzzed in), where you'll find 
Valhalla Fine and Rare Books (Ste. 202, 415- 
863-9250). Owner Joe Marchione began 


port shuttle driver; he'd steal time off the 
clock to browse antique stores. He now has 
his own wonderfully eccentric store with a 
sizable collection. The coffee’s always on, 
and much of the stock runs under $50. 

“At this price level,’ Marchione says, 
“you're not dealing with the same type of 
collector [as Windle or Crichton]. I see 
people with more of a passion for the 
content of the books. You have to have a 
fair amount of capital to be a high-end 
dealer. I'm just looking for things that 
intrigue me.” 

After Valhalla you'll find three other 
stores scattered around the building. 
There’s Alan Milkerit’s shop, Tall Stories 
(Ste. 301), specializing in modern first 
editions; Meyer Boswell Books (Ste. 302, 
415-255-6400, www.meyerbos.com; ap- 
pointments recommended), selling schol- 
arly and antiquarian law books; and 
Bolerium Books (Ste. 300, 415-863-6353, 
www.bolerium.com), a treasure trove of 
books on left-wing social movements. 

“Bolerium is one of the best sources of 
movement literature,” says regular cus- 
tomer Chris Finn, a community activist 
and BART driver. “I come here to find out 
what’s worked and what hasn't for peo- 
ple’s movements.” Bolerium is the kind of 
store where the ideal customer can roam 
for hours, finding such titles as the Cunt 
Coloring Book, by Tee Corine, as well as 
odd movement memorabilia, like the 
minutes for “Proposals for the 1966 Na- 
tional Convention” from the San Fran- 
cisco chapter of the Daughters of Bili- 
tus, a pioneering lesbian group. 

Jackdaw, Completist, Peter Pan, or In- 
vestor — for any type of collector, Crich- 
ton argues, “the key is to find the right 
dealer” who will be your partner in pur- 
suing your personal obsession. You don’t 
have to be wealthy. Crichton says, “Some 
of the very best collections are built by

people of modest means.” **

No roads 
for you : 


ack in the wacky Clinton days, politicians used to call the Internet the 

“information superhighway.” Obviously the idea was to deploy a metaphor 

that would explain to suburbanites — who, after all, spent a great deal of 

time idling in traffic on highways — the purpose of a global computer 

network whose true nature seemed impossible to understand. But as we 
plunge more deeply into the 21st century, we don’t need to limp along on lame 
analogies anymore. These days, the Internet is just the Internet. 

As stupid as the superhighway metaphor was, one thing about it was spot-on. 
Like good roads, the Internet is now crucial to public life. Roads give people 
access to cities and jobs; the Internet allows people to work together and com- 
municate over vast distances. Over the past century, most countries came to treat 
roads as a public good, paid for by the government, because giving citizens 
access to easy transporta- 
tion built the wealth of 
the state. Even in coun- 
tries like the United 
States, where health care 
is still barbarically priva- 
tized, the roads are free 
to all. 

Not so with the Internet. In fact, even when people try to make the Internet 
more accessible to all, they’re stymied by freaky antilogic among politicians. Late 
in May, a member of Congress from Texas named Pete Sessions proposed a bill 
called the Preserving Innovation in Telecom Act, which would prevent municipal 
governments from offering people free or low-cost Internet service. Why would 
an elected official want to bar cities from giving their residents quick and easy 
access to the Internet? That’s easy: Sessions used to work for SBC, a telecom 
company that could lose a little business if cities started setting up local WiFi 
networks or Internet kiosks. I guess his old buddies in the network biz are more 
valuable to him than his constituents. It’s sort of like a former contractor trying 
to ban government-sponsored road building in cities because asphalt companies 
might lose out. In the end, nobody can drive to work anymore. 

But of course Sessions thinks industry will flourish if the roads are gone. And 
his harebrained scheme for destroying free WiFi in cities is just one indication of 
a more basic misunderstanding that US politicians seem to have about technical 
innovation and progress. At least, that’s the only explanation I can see for things 
like software patents, a controversial form of patenting that began in the United 
States during the early 1980s. Because the laws about patenting software are 
vague, there have been a buttload of stupid software patents granted to things 
like “online test taking,” “streaming media,” and “the online shopping cart.” 

When somebody has to pay a licensing fee to post a quiz or home movie on 
their Web site, things are starting to get downright ridiculous. First I’m told 
that my city can’t give me free wireless Internet in the park, and now I’m told 
I can’t post a movie of my latest lecture without paying a licensing fee to 
Acacia Research Corp., which owns the patent on streaming media? It’s as if 
the government wants to make it hard for its citizens to communicate and get 
work done. 

In fact, it’s really as if the US government wants to make it hard for everyone 
around the globe to get their work done. We're exporting our stupid ideas across 
the Atlantic. The European Union is now considering adopting software patents, 
in a kind of international “keep up with the Joneses” move. Europeans claim 
their patent officers aren’t as poorly trained as US ones, and therefore would 
never be silly enough to consider something as basic as streaming media to be a 
nonobvious and novel invention. But there is nothing in the definition of soft- 
ware patents to stop them. Relying on patent officers to be “smart” is sort of like 
relying on Google execs to not be “evil.” The sentiment is nice, but without laws 
and regulations to back it up, I’m not feeling the reassurance. . 

For technology to evolve and enrich our civilizations, we need easy access to 
basic tools. When corporate interests push governments into cutting people off 
from the Internet, or forcing them to pay expensive licensing fees before they can 
use simple gadgets, they slow progress. It’s like patenting roads and forcing peo- 
ple to pay licensing fees to pour concrete into their driveways. +

Proust’s kitchen

hat appears to be easy often 

is not, and the impression of 

effortlessness is often the re- 

sult of much (unseen) effort. 

The French novelist Gustave 
Flaubert is remembered, in part, for 
his fluid, limpid prose — but he once 
famously needed a week to write a 
single crystalline paragraph. After- 
ward he doubtless treated himself to 
dinner at a good bistro and perhaps, 
while tucking in to a plate of steak 
frites, perceived an irony parallel to 
his own literary exertions: that simple 
French bistro cooking, redolent of 
earthy honesty and time-honored 
methods rooted in home and hearth, 
isn’t necessarily as straightforward as 
we, seated expectantly at the table, 
might suppose. 

Flaubert would have been pleased, I 
imagine, by Chouquet’s, which opened 
in January in an Upper Fillmore cor- 
ner space that had been occupied for 
more than a generation by a place 
called Pauli’s. Pauli’s had a wonderful 
street-side café appeal (including an 
unmissable awning) that never quite 
sufficed, alas, to draw us in; I was 
aware of Pauli’s mainly because it was 
just across the street from the vet’s of- 
fice, and even routine visits to vets’ of- 
fices are high-anxiety operations that 
have a way of quelling appetites. 

Flaubert would have been pleased 
with Chouquet’s in part because the 
new place preserves Pauli’s street 
presence, and in larger part because it 
replaces Pauli’s California-cuisine 
menu with fresh interpretations of 
French standards by a memorably 
named chef, Frédéric Proust. “Proust” 
is, of course, a name of profound im- 
plications: for literature, France, Paris. 
Marcel Proust was among the most 
Parisian of French writers, and his 
namesake’s offerings at Chouquet’s 
strike me (apart from a few discreet 
California touches) not simply as 
French but as Parisian. 


Cheap Eats 
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By this I mean mainly that the food 
is quite meaty. Paris might be the City 
of Light, but it is a northerly, inland 
city, and while its cooking reflects the 
varied bounty and styles-of France, it 
is not surrounded by fields of laven- 
der or lapped by a warm sea full of 
tasty fish. Paris’s everyday menus em- 
phasize instead the fruits of animal 
husbandry: pork, beef, lamb, veal, 
poultry, maybe some goat. 

Proust does offer lighter choices 
and, for those so inclined, a vegetarian 
millefeuille for dinner, but the meaty 
thrust is evident even in such 
lunchtime.salads as the perigourdine 
($11), a bed of baby greens topped by 
a heavyweight mix of giblets, lardons, 
tomatoes, and croutons (with a be- 
guiling tarragon—goat cheese dressing, 
among other choices). If ever a salad 
thought it was really a cassoulet, it 
would have to be this one. (And sever- 
al of the other salads are scarcely less 
fortified, one being built around pro- 
sciutto, another around duck magret.) 

If poultry gizzards don’t appeal, 
there’s plenty of straight-on beef, 
from a baguette sandwich ($13yinlaid 
with tender strips of marinated, 
grilled beef and tomato rounds and 
served with excellent knobbly, 
parslied french fries; to a classic steak 
frites ($21), a grilled New York steak 
topped with a green-peppercorn 
sauce and accompanied by more of 
those superior fries. And if poultry ap- 
peals but poultry gizzards don't, the 
answer might be seared duck breast 
($22): velvety-thin slices of meat 
bathed in a golden fig-honey sauce 
that’s darkly sweet with a smoky edge, 
like a well-aged Sauternes. On the side 
of that plate we found a sprightly long- 
bean salad, which looked particularly 
summery as it caught the last beams of 
late-spring twilight slanting through 
the windows. Those who insist on Cal- 
ifornia elegance will respond to such 
dishes as citrus-marinated halibut

($10), swaddled sushi-style in cuacum- 
ber roulades and drizzled with pink- 
peppercorn sauce. 

We know to a moral certainty that if 
profiteroles are offered on a dessert 
menu, Mr. Profiteroles will order them 
and I will be quietly dismayed, since 
profiteroles so often suffer from tough 
pastry and are, really, much ado about 
not much. Chouquet’s edition might 
be the exception, however; the pastry 
chef plainly is in the house-made pas- 
try business, and the resulting pair of 
profiteroles ($7) were as puffy and 
tender as buns fresh from the oven. 
The vanilla ice cream on the inside 
was a little plain, but the scattering of 
raspberries and strawberries about the 
plate brought a blush of life. 

More to my taste was a cristalline 
($9) of peanut-butter mousse. It 
looked like bar of fancy cocoa-butter 
soap, had a lushly soft texture in the 
mouth, and was much too small, dis- 
appearing in a few bites (not all of 
them mine) and leaving behind, as if 
in some dessert magic act, a forlorn 
pool of chocolate salce. 

Service is very much in the Parisian 


Eat Here Now 
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mode: friendly but not fawning, and 
big-city brisk. (Parisians, like New 
Yorkers, practice a mannered civility 
that can seem chilly to hail-fellow- 
well-met types; they are helpful and 
friendly but do not court the approval 
of strangers.) But while Parisian serv- 
ice is also notably efficient, the Chou- 
quet’s brigade dropped my soup order 
completely, not even remembering to 
bring it late, as sometimes happens at 
places determined to charge for 
everything they conceivably can. It 
was as if soup had been mentioned 
once and forgotten for eternity: I or- 
dered it, it did not come, it did not 
appear on the bill, we obliterated the 
desserts and left happy — into our 
own city of light, limpid but nearly 
faded now, at dusk. *

The name J. Lohr was of 
course familiar to me {a neighbor is a 
huge fan of the chardonnays), the 
name valdiguié was not, though | sus- 
pected immediately that it referred to 
a variety of grape and not to a propri- 
etary blend. Blends tend to carry 
names that are simple and joyous, like 


- Opus One, or, if not simple and joyous, 


at least pronounceable. | am fairly 
confident about pronunciation when | 
speak in mixed company of Beringer's 


_ Alluvium blends (love them!), but | 


cannot satisfactorily sound “valdiguié” 
even in the privacy of my own skull. 

The valdiguié grape is a bit of a 
mystery, much as zinfandel was until 
a few years ago, when DNA typing un- 
covered a trail of grafts and cuttings 
that Jed to Sicily and Puglia and up the 
Adriatic coast to a Croatian island. 
Valdiquié’s roots seem now fo have 
been established by UC Davis viticul- 
tural researchers as being in the 
southwest of France, where the grape 
is known, if not exactly beloved, as 
gros auxerrois. “Gros” means big, 
and big grapes are often associated 
with blah wines.) Meanwhile the leg- 
endary connection to Burgundy, to 
pinot noir and Beaujolais, fades into 
myth, like many another dream of 
royal lineage. 

Still, it is not hard to see why peo- 
ple long supposed that valdiguié 
wines bore some relation to these 
more famous bottlings. The Lohr wine, 
in particular, shows many of the same 
characteristics as Beaujolais nouveau, 
the juvenile but appealing red wine 
that appears in our markets every 
year just before Thanksgiving. Both 
wines are soft and unusually fruity, 
though Beaujolais nouveau always 
tastes, to me, of strawberries, while 
the Lohr valdiguié had as pronounced 
a presence of blueberry as I've ever 
tasted in any wine, with the strawber- 
ry and cherry notes more muted. 

A friend — for whom | poured a 
small sample, certain that he would 
approve, as he favors juicy reds with 
modest tannins — made a face and 
thrust the goblet back at me. 

“it tastes like fish,” he said. 

Oh, dear. Had the goblet not been 
properly washed after its last use? 
Had there been contamination? | took 
a tentative sniff and caught the scent 
of ... blueberries, As he didn't want the 
rest of it, | took the liberty, having been 
raised in accordance with an adage 
attributed to Benjamin Franklin: Waste, 
not, want not. | wasted not ... none, in

on the table right in front of me. His eyes were cross-googled, his glasses on 
crooked, and his hat askew. It seemed almost certain he had something to say. 
Exercising my own brand of bravery, I hoisted Mr. Potato Head into the air- 
space between the combatants, cleared my throat, cocked his little plastic arm, 
and ventriloquized in the goofiest voice I could find, “Excuse me, but I have 
something to say ...” 

And that’s how I wound up in the emergency room last Saturday night. 

Just kidding. I spent the night on a floor in a charming and charmed house in 
Berkeley, and J fell asleep laughing and woke up laughing. Which — you can't beat 
that. But I was hungry, so I sneaked over the bridge and went looking for my friend 
Earl Butter, one of my oldest and dearest comrades in absurdity. There is no better 
person in all of the Bay Area, that I know of, to help you keep a good laugh rolling. 

“Help me,” I said when I'd tracked him down — at his apartment of all places. 

We wound up in West Portal at the Bullshead, which won some kind of an 
award in the Bay Guardian a couple years ago: Best Place to Get a Big Slab of 
Meat, or something like that. Another good omen was as soon as you walk into 
the place there’s a glass display case like at a butcher’s shop, full of raw red meat. 

They have turkey burgers, chicken breast sandwiches, and prawns and salmon 
and stuff, but their specialty is steaks and burgers. We were seated at a table in 
the corner, sandwiched between a pair of elderly women not talking to each 
other, and a middle-aged woman eating alone and reading a book. There was no 
music whatsoever, so the atmosphere was ours for the taking. 

“Did you know Mr. Potato Head was transgendered?” I said, as loudly as 
possible. 

Third-pound burger goes for $7.60, half-pounder for $8.75. Then on up, 
depending on what all you want on it. And they all come with fries included. Or 
potato salad or cole slaw, but the french fries are fresh cut and delicious, so ... 

Butter gets a buffalo burger. See, any one of their burgers you can get with 
grinded-up buffaloes instead of moo-cow, if you want, and it turns out, accord- 
ing to a little sign on the wall, that buffalo meat is so much better for you than 
beef that it’s practically health food. It was not too late to change my burger to a 
buffalo burger too. 

You know, in the past when I’ve had buffalo instead of beef burgers, they've 
seemed kind of dry and gray, but maybe I’m just remembering wrong, or didn’t 
get them at the right place. The Bullshead buffalo burger rocked. It was really 
rare, teally juicy, super flavorful, perfectly charcoal-broiled, and the third- 
pounder seemed as big as what some places call a half-pounder. 

Old Earl was happy with his too, and even happier with the ketchup squirters, 
speaking of absurdity. They have these ... artsy-pants zigzag spouts on top espe- 
cially designed for Three Stooges-style slapstick. I tried to get him to run home 
and put a white shirt on, for added effect, but ... no go. *

The 19th hole 


f you're a golfer, just thumb over to Cheap Eats, or perhaps 

a film review, as there is nothing surprising for you to learn 

in this month’s column of culinary discovery. Back Burner 

would like to share with you news of the Back Burner 

Roadhouse (no relation, but you can see why I was curi- 
ous, right?). For owners of a nine iron, however, this watering 
hole and lunch locale adjoining the Mission Bay Golf Center 
is as familiar as spikes and 
plaid pants. Ditto for the 
handful of UCSF employees 
who pop in for their to-go 
sandwich in that no-man’s- 
land between Potrero Hill and 
South of Market. For the rest 
of us, the truth about one of 
SF’s most unusual and under-  g&_ 
rated diner experiences has yet § 
to be unveiled, cloaked as itis | 
in an expansive mesh of green 
and screen. 

At the intersection of 
Nowhere and Nothing, amid 
construction equipment and 
a freeway overpass, is a restful 
and surprising oasis that’s just 
a 12-minute walk from civi- 
lization. Imagine a fine, relax- 
ing place for a beer or lunch 
with plentiful parking out 
front, a mammoth, sunny, 40- 
plus-person patio where you 
can always find a seat, and 
genuine charm that is rare 
during the lunchtime bustle 
— kind staff and prompt 
service serving good food at a 
fair price. 

If you love the kitsch no- 
tion of dining in, say, a five- 
and-dime, then you'll be im- 
pressed by the corrugated roof (“It’s loud when it rains,” the 
manager assures me) and the crummy mismatched linoleum 
tile. Between these horizontal planes hangs, from every sur- 
face, a cluttered array of the instruments of athletic endeavor 
— not just the requisite baseball bats and framed images of 
athletic gods, but also the stuff that T.G.I. Friday's wishes it 
had the insurance to cover, such as more than one canoe, a 
rusty classic Schwinn, a giant stuffed fish, stolen road signs, 
and, in every corner, a TV showing — you guessed it — 
sports! 1am nota sports fan, and Ive never golfed anywhere 
that didn’t have a clown’s mouth at the end. Yet somehow 
when these maximalist elements all come together, softened 
by a large spray of sunlight pouring in through the transpar- 
ent roof and full, open patio, I am awed. Couple the look - 
with better-than-average burgers, salads, and the like for 
about eight bucks, and even a’sporting ignoramus like myself 
is ready for a home run or a hole in one. Or something. 

Or at least another Cobb salad — which is delicious and gi- 
normous, with enough leaves of fresh spinach to let you pre- 
tend you're eating something healthy, succulent chicken, more 
crisp bacon than anyone should eat at one time, fresh avocado, 
and the place’s own flavorful house-made balsamic dressing. 
Chez Panisse this ain’t — the manager and chef had that deer- 
in-the-headlights look when I uttered the word “sustainable.” 
But everything is fresh and delivered daily. The burgers are 
made from ground chuck. The french fries are hand cut, as are 
the chicken fingers, which are battered and fried in-house. 
Even the pico de gallo is made in their own tiny kitchen. 


Fairway to heaven: When you're through at the Mission 
Bay Golf Center, sit down to a salmon sandwich at the 
Back Burner Roadhouse (no relation). 


But it wasn’t always this way. Formerly the Stix Roadhouse 
from the time it opened about seven years ago until this past 
March, the space used to be owned by the proprietors of Dos 
Pinas on Rhode Island Street and the new Café 24 in Mis- 
sion Bay. Larry Smith and Keith Luce took it over earlier this 
year, but Luce quickly departed to open his own restaurant 
in St. Helena. Since Smith, a CPA in San Rafael, assumed full 

control, little has changed in the 
look. But under the direction of 
a manager Crista Travaglio, the menu 
has been freshened considerably 
and now includes things like mi- 
mosas and milkshakes. 

Back Burner Roadhouse is just a 
stone’s throw from some of the best 
restaurants in town, including Bacar, 
Fringale, and Bizou. But it’s easy to 
& forget where you are when the am- 

bience transports you somewhere 

warmer, where time is slower and 
beer is colder. But like real estate, 
there are three important things in 
the restaurant business: location, lo- 
cation, and location. And this estab- 
lishment is lacking in all three. 
“We're in the middle of a hole,” 
says a frustrated Travaglio, who, tiny 
and just 24 years old, looks more 
like she should be getting carded 
than serving beer. “I’m trying to 
make the place better all the time,” 
she tells me, pointing out that she’s 
got a lot of improvement projects on 
the simmer, including live music 
and DJs, private parties, cheap 
happy hours, and happy hour 

snacks, among other things.“It’s a 

good place to chill. It’s always 

sunny.” From her casual, laid-back 
demeanor, | tend to believe her. 

Though Travaglio has been concentrating her efforts on 
getting an after-hours bar crowd to flock here, the 
lunchtime lineup is the meat and potatoes of the operation. 
Not surprisingly, it’s middle-aged golfers there to work on 
their swing who account for about 60 to 70 percent of the 
restaurant’s business, Travaglio tells me. Another big chunk 
are staffers at UCSF’s new Mission Bay campus — they re- 
ceive a 10 percent discount. Roughly a quarter of diners 
come in every day. “We know what they want the minute 
they walk in, Travaglio says. And it’s easy to see why they 
return so often. “We b.s. with the customers a lot; we joke 
around with everyone.” 

Can you hear the Cheers theme song in the background? 
Yet Back Burner Roadhouse could already be in its final flick- 
ers. The city has decided not to renew the lease on the golf 
course and instead plans to turn that land over to the emerg- 
ing UCSF complex. The driving range and the restaurant will 
probably be gone for good sometime within the next three to 
five years, and that will be the end too of the prawn tostadas, 
Jackie Chan salad, and $3 pints. 

The hole in one is suddenly the one in the hole. And 
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“there’s nothing terribly sporting about it. +

Tura! Tura! Tura! 


The goddess has spoken: Faster, Pussycat! Kill! Kill?s Tura Satana.

lvis proposed to her and styled 
Priscilla in her image. Male cast 
mates crumbled before her. Playboy 

», Playmates feared her. But after see- 

ing her in Russ Meyer’s 1965 mas- 
terpiece, Faster, Pussycat! Kill! Kill! as a 
teen, I just wanted to name my firstborn 
girl'after her. Tura Satana Chun — I 
liked the ring. 

Satana’s Varla, the knife-throwing, 
back-breaking, and ball-busting leader 
of a pack of hell-bent strippers — 
including the kooky go-go-booted 
blond Billie (Lori Williams) and heay- 
ier-on-the-Italian-than-Chef-Boyardee 
Rosie (Haji) — was unlike any other in 
the cinema. She was the butchest babe 
in the bunch, who killed men with her 
bare hands, barked orders, and suffered 
few fools. When a gas station doofus 
stares down her cleavage, leering, “Boy, 
that motor’s still hot,” the Valkyrie snarls 
back, “You won't find it down there, 
Columbus.” She's “more stallion than 
mare,” quips Stuart Lancaster, the lecher 
in a wheelchair who hopes to prey on 
the girls and their teenybopper captive 
Linda (Susan Bernard) before the 
women prey on him for his hoarded 
cash. All you could do was pray: Booted, 
buckled, and buxom, the formidable 
Satana/Varla became an inspiration for 
Quentin Tarantino (where else does Kill 
Bill's Pussy Wagon roll from?), John 
Waters, Divine (check the sketchy eye- 
brows), and countless little girls fooking 
for a superheroine, part all-consuming 
id, part wrathful goddess. 

When I call the 66-year-old Satana, 
née Tura Yamaguchi, at her Reno home, 
I find her still taking care of business: 
ordering around a repairman, looking 
after an autistic grandchild, and coping 
with a fussy fax machine. “It’s trying to 
tell me that I don’t have any more mem- 
ory,’ she complains. Her interview 
proves otherwise. 


Bay Guardian: Did you know I wanted to 
name my daughter after you? 

Tura Satana: As a matter of fact, I 
know of several little girls named either 
Tura or Varla. I’m flattered. I think it’s 
because the character I play in that film 
empowered women so much. Varla was 
a person who was looking to get her- 
own thrills at that time in her life. Russ 
[Meyer] just liked to have the women in 
his films play roles that made them look 
stronger than what they were. 
Fortunately I got to play who I was! I 
actually always saw myself as a very 
independent female. 

BG: How did you get involved in 
Faster, Pussycat? 

TS: My agent called me and asked me 
to go for an interview. When he men- 
tioned Russ’s name, I said, “No, I don’t 
do porn.” He said, “No, this film isn’t

porn. There is very, very little nudity in 
it.” I said, “OK, as long as it’s not porn.” 

Russ was actually a very nice person. 
He wasn't very intimidating. He stayed 
behind his desk. He said, “I want you to 
read for the main lead in the picture.” I 
said, “OK, how do you want to play it 
— hard, soft, or what?” He said, “Just 
read it and see how you think she 
should be like.” I read for him, and he 
said, “Oh, God, you definitely are Varla.” 

BG: What was it like growing up Asian 
in a tough neighborhood in Chicago? 

TS: I’m half Japanese and Chinese, a 
little Filipino, Scotch Irish, and 
Cheyenne Indian. Yeah, I’m a Heinz 57. 
[Chuckles] Unfortunately, because I 
looked-Oriental and had slanted eyes 
and everybody knew that my dad was 
Japanese, it was very hard growing up in 
the neighborhood — especially right 
after the war. 

BG: Was your family interned during 
World War II? 

TS: Just my dad, my brother, and I, in 
Manzanar. I was there for two and a half 
years, and then they relocated most of 
the Japanese families to the Midwest, so 


they were nowhere near any oceans and 


‘couldn't send radio signals to any of the 


Japanese fleet. They just took everybody, 
anybody that looked Japanese, anybody 
that was part Japanese. They took my 
dad because his last name was 
Yamaguchi — definitely Japanese. 
Mother was Scotch Irish and Cheyenne 
Indian. She took a job close by so she 
could come and see us but was never 
allowed inside the camp. I think I was 
four or five years old. 

It had a lot to do with shaping my 
attitude toward life. I knew I had to be 
able to take care of myself when I grew 
up. There wasn’t going to be anyone else 
around to do it. 

BG: How did you come to learn judo, 
karate, and aikido? 

TS: My father taught me martial arts 
when I was about nine, right after I was 
raped by five guys. I was coming home 
from a bakery for my mom, at night. 
These five guys, ranging from the ages 
of 17 or 18 to 21, were in car, grabbed 
me as I went by, took me to some 
garage or building, and proceeded to 
rape me, each one taking their turn. So 


my dad said I would never, ever get 
caught like that again. The boys were 
caught, and the oldest one’s father was 
wealthy enough to pay off a judge to get 
the boys off, and I went to reform 


school — because I tempted them. 


Like I said, back then, feelings toward 
Japanese Americans and Japanese, peri- 
od, were so very high. A lot of people 
didn’t care one way or another whether 
I was guilty or not. I was elected to get 
punished for what the Japanese did in 
the war. 

BG: Meyer learned his craft as an 
Army cameraman during World War II. 
Did he know what you went through? 

TS: No, he never found out about 
that till after we were sitting around, 
having dinner after the film was done. 
He said, “I gotta do the story of your life 
one of these days.” 

BG: How did you start dancing? 

TS: I became a dancer because 
nobody would let me become a singer. 
Nobody wanted to hear my voice, really, 
even though I have four octaves, and 
everyone said | had a great voice. 
Everybody preferred that [ show off my 
figure. 

I was dancing at the Follies Theater 
in downtown Los Angeles. Some pro- 
ducers and directors came in from 
Warner Bros. Studios. I got a card back- 
stage after the routine, and they said 
they wanted me for a part in a TV show. 
I said, “Surg you do.” [Laughs] I was 
very skeptical about all that. [Satana 
eventually appeared on Hawaiian Eye, 
as well as The Man from U.N.C.L.E., and 
in films like Irma la Douce, Our Man 
Flint, and The Doll Squad. 

BG: From there you went to Faster, 
Pussycat — did you end up improvising 
off the script? ; 

TS: Yes, I loved the fact that Russ 
would let us do our own dialogue. He 
had dialogue from the ’40s and maybe 
50s, which was not what it should have 
been in the ’60s. It didn’t jibe with what 
was going on. Also, F told him some of 
the dialogue didn’t fit this character, and 
he said, “Well, I think it does.” I said, 
“Well, I don’t, and I’m the one that has 
to say it.” [Laughs] 

Susan Bernard had her mother on 
the set when we first started, and her 
mother was a typical Hollywood moth- 
er. “My daughter's not getting enough 
dialogue, not getting enough film cover- 
age.” I finally told him, “If she doesn’t 
go, I'm leaving.” 

I decided I'm going to have to make 
this little girl hate my guts, because talk- 
ing to her is like talking to a blank wall. 
I warned everybody ahead of time. 
Stuart Lancaster even said, “God, this 
girl is like a paper bag,” Had a great 
body, but she just had no talent when it 
came to acting. So I said, “The one way 
to get something from her was to make 
her deathly afraid of me.” But in the 
process I never realized I was making 
Lori Williams afraid of me at the same 
time! Years later, she told me, “I was 
scared shitless,” and I said, “Why? I told 
you what I was doing,” and she said, 
“Yeah, but you were very convincing!”

BG: Well, you were playing yourself. 

TS: I was getting rid of a lot of 
anger! A lot of things when I was 
growing up and as young girl — that 
anger I kept inside of me all those 
years — I think I finally let it loose. 

BG: What other challenges did you 
have to deal with during Faster, 
Pussycat? 

TS: The adverse conditions — we 
were shooting in July through 
September, in the desert, and it’s 120 
in the shade, if you could find any. All 
of us got very suntanned. The worst 
part of it was my suntan — a total 
outline of my outfit. I think it cooked 
off the first layer of my skin. We stayed 
in rinky-dinky motels. I found a 
tarantula and had that for a pet for a 
while. He loved to climb into my hair. 

As long as you aren't threatening to 
them, they won't bother you either, 
unless they’re hungry, and 9 times out 
of 10, they don’t want to eat anything 
bigger than they are. The first time I 
found him, he was crawling up my 
hand, on my glove. Normally I don’t 
care for bugs at all. But this one was 
big and furry — he didn’t bother me 
that much. 

In between takes, I’d try to teach 
some of the guys how to fall and tum- 
ble to keep from getting hurt. Of 
course, Ray Barlow [who plays the all- 
American boy who tussles to the death 
with Varla] didn’t want to learn every- 


. thing. I had to do all my scenes in 


slow motion so the camera could 
catch everything and make it look 
real. He was afraid I was going to hurt 
him, and believe me, I came to the 
point where I really wanted to! Not 
that I did —I just dislike anybody 
who’s a wuss, and that’s exactly what 
he was. He was afraid of everything. If 
I had a tarantula on me, he'd go 10 
miles away. 

BG: It sounds like you aren't afraid of 
much. 

TS: Pretty much. If it needs to be 
done, I get it done. 

BG: It’s like that moment from the 
film, with Barlow ... 

TS: “I don’t try anything — I just 
do it” 

It doesn’t hurt to try things, as long 
you learn from them. My father always 
told me, “If-you're going to live life, 
you might as well live it the right way 
and learn something new every day.” 
That’s what I do. : 

BG: What have you learned lately? 

TS: I’ve learned that I’m not invin- 
cible. I’m not a superwoman. I had to 
have a pacemaker put in last year 
because my heart was beating too fast. 
I found out I do have my limitations 
— but not many. *

Miranda July crosses over with Me and You and Everyone We Know. By Johnny Ray Huston 


eyen summers ago, I wrote a 
profile story about Miranda 
July (www.sfbg.com/Guides/ 
Noise98/miranda.html) for this 
paper. At the time I was living 
in July’s hometown of Portland, Ore., « 
and in the wake of the article, we 
sometimes rode bikes to each other’s 
apartments on the southeast side. 
(Upon arriving from SF, I'd almost 
moved in next door.) I remember 
lending July a copy of Agnés Varda’s 
Cleo from 5 to 7 and how much she 
loved the film — with an intensity 
matched only by her wonder at dis- 
covering we shared the same birth- 
day. That moment was an odd one, 
the kind that leaves you feeling naked 
at discovering an unexpected connec- 
tion. I liked July a lot, but I was going 
through a rough depression at the 
time, and her single-minded artistic 
focus — which generated an electric 
force field of sorts — wasn’t relaxing 
to be around. “(Tapping into contem- 
porary anxiety] is a dangerous skill,” 
I'd written, “one July has honed 
through years of keeping a diary for 
herself and everyone she knows.” 

[I’m not prone to tell-all confes- 
sionals, especially in movie reviews, 
but this week, as July’s debut feature, 
Me and You and Everyone We Know, 
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Back and forth, forever: Peter (Miles Thompson, left) and Robby 
their place in film comedy history.

address where they’re standing, 
instead of simply taking a videotape 
out of her hands. July places this 
meet-awkward situation between two 
elevator rides in which steel-walled 
reflections emphasize the difference 
between power-suited female hayes 
and ill-dressed female have-not. 

An Elder Cab driver, Christine falls 
for Richard (John Hawkes) one day 
on an errand visiting the shoe section 
of the department store where he 
works. Trouble is, Richard’s still 
burned — quite literally, in fact — 
from a recent separation. As his sons, 
sleepy-eyed, older Peter (Miles 
Thompson) and tiny savant Robby 
(Brandon Ratcliff, beyond the valley 
of the ultra-adorables) can attest, he’s 
hard to reach. But then, they’re more 
concerned with using spaces and 
dashes to draw animals on a comput- 
er and — in the film’s funniest thread 
— perpetrating some scatological 
chat room high jinks. 

Richard’s neighborhood is peopled 
with other misfits, including a 10- 
year-old budding perfect homemaker 
who is solemnly gathering her dowry 
__ ina hope chest, and two teenage girls 

eager to test out their oral skills, 
using Cody Chesnutt as a soundtrack 
and Chesnutt-type Peter as a guinea 
pig. In contrast, Christine and 
Richard’s relationship is sponta- 
neously volatile; shortly after meet- 
ing, they turn a two-block walk to 
their cars into a metaphor for the 
course of their lives. But when she 
dares to take a place in his passenger 
seat, his angry reaction could almost 
be a criticism of July’s modus 


hits theaters, I can’t help but think 
back to the summer of ’98, partly 
because July’s character in the movie 
is a bit like she was at that time — 
tightly strung but hopeful, a develop- 
ing artist fighting to get into museum 
contexts. Numerous grants, a few 
Whitney Biennials, a Sundance 
Institute Fellowship, and one Cannes

later, July might just be the crossover 
figure of the moment, and I can’t say 
I’m surprised. What is surprising is 
how much of her “crazy, fantastic” (to 
quote from her short video The 
Amateurist) worldview she’s managed 
to maintain in a more mainstream 
context, successfully juggling crowd- 
pleasing vignettes with nervier ones 
to create a winning film. 


To be sure, the thudding weight of 
Sundance groupthink sometimes 
drags at the edges of Me and You and 
Everyone We Know, threatening to 
turn the movie’s oddballs into a sub- 
Solondz peanut gallery, when in fact 
July has been exploring hidden fan- 
tasies and the awkward power 
dynamics between children and 
adults since long before Happiness

sent spooge flying off a balcony. But 
her levity prevails, even if at times 
other people in the movie seem to be 
echoing the amazement philosophies 
of July’s character, Christine 
Jesperson. The rare exception — at 
least for a while — is a bloodless 
curator who gives Christine the cold 
shoulder, encouraging her to send a 
submission through the mail to the 


operandi as artist-director. “You're 
acting like 'm a man in a book that 
the woman in the book meets,” he 
fumes, as Christine recoils from his 
sudden, near-violent shift in mood. 
Cinematically speaking, July’s face — 
with blue eyes that look semi-shat- 
tered from past explosions — is per- 
fect for this moment.

first feature film before. And maybe that’s not so 
‘B very bizarre, considering its title: Me and You and 
Everyone We Know. Films about “human connec- 
tion” rarely actually connect the way July’s does, 
which is why it’s thrilled so many people so 
incredibly quickly. A little over a month ago, it won 
the Camera D'or at the Cannes Film Festival, which 
might just be a first by an artist whose performing 
career began at Gilman Street. But is it really such 
a long way from Artists’ Television Access and 
Bottom of the Hill to the Palais? | spoke with 
Miranda July the day after her film was accepted 
at Cannes. 


: strange, but | feel like I've met Miranda July's 


Bay Guardian: Not to overstate it, but your film 
made me really happy. Every line felt so authentic, 
and lived — like when the shoe salesman (John 


Hawkes) asks your character whether she feels she 
deserves shoes that feel good: “How did you know 
just how much my feet hurt?” 

Miranda July: | approached the whole movie 
as, “Well, here’s a chance to make all the things / 
would want to see.” And | did have my friends — 
especially the women | know — in mind too. | 
thought, they've got to be disappointed by some of 
the things that I’m disappointed by. And shoes are 
interesting, just as objects. There's a certain 
amount of intimacy to selling shoes, and yet it’s 
not intimate. 

BG: How did you arrive at the two shoes marked 
“Me” and “You” moving toward and away from 
each other as a metaphor for relationships? 

MJ: One day we needed to come up with one 
more scene. We're in the editing room in my 
house, [using] Final Cut Pro, and | said to the edi- 
tor, “Hold on, I'll be right back.” | went into my 
bedroom, and | thought, “What does [Christine] 
have? She’s alone. | have to show more connection 


with [Richard] and what’s going on inside her.” | 
had my bedroom slippers and a paint pen, and | 
just wrote “Me” on one [shoe] and “You” on the 
other, and | put them on my feet. | had my little 
video camera, and | shot that thing. As with writing 
the script, | used the feeling | had right then in my 
life. | was having problems with a boyfriend, and it 
wasn’t hard to have this scene be very emotional 
— the attraction-repulsion thing. 

BG: / loved your emperor-has-no-clothes 
approach to the curator in your film, who's choos- 
ing work based on crass, marketable identity cate- 
gories, It seemed to reflect the democratic impulse 
behind your earlier Big Miss Moviola campaign to 
break away from art-world gatekeepers. Where are 
you now with all of that? 

Mu: It’s a weird place to be, given my pasts. Now 
I'm in Hollywood. | have agents now, oddly enough; 
and take meetings with studios, to just see what 
that’s about. Now | wonder how | knew, back when 
| was doing Big Miss Moviola.... It’s not like back 


then | knew the statistics on women in Hollywood, 
but now that I'm there, it’s glaringly obvious. It only 
seems more and more relevant, all these alternative 
ways of getting art out there. And | guess I've 
always thought of making art as a certain kind of 
activism, too. The meaning of the art can get so 
changed by how you do it. At some point, I'll proba- 
bly do something like Big Miss Moviola on a larger 
scale within the industry. 

BG: How did the various scenes in Portland dur- 
‘ing the '90s contribute to what you're doing now? 

My: It was really the music scene up there that | 
was in, even though | was doing performance. 
People like Slim from Kill Rock Stars and Calvin from 
K Records were both like, “Wow, if you want to put 
out CDs on our labels ...” It wasn’t a perfect fit, but it 
was an accessible scene. | responded to anything 
that didn’t involve an institution, or didn’t seem adult. 
| just wanted to be free, at that age, to create my 
own context. Even if no one knew what the hell |

To twist a title from Varda’s new 
wave contemporary Godard, this is a 
movie in which a woman is a 
woman written and performed by a 
woman — a sad rarity in US com- 
mercial film. What Richard lashes 
out at is Christine’s tendency to 
embellish the details of everyday 
existence, a near-ritualistic practice 
that permeates the movie itself, a 
movie in which he is indeed a sort of 
fantasy soul mate. The pink stickers 
on Christine’s steering wheel are lit- 
tle superstitious magic buttons for 
her to push, the mirror in her com- 
pact becomes a spotlight, and when 
she writes “FUCK” on her car’s front 
window, she’s driving forward into 
an imagined bad fortune. These 
details spill over into encounters that 
have nothing to with July’s character,

as when one person imagines a 
hard-on behind a crack in a‘wall, or 
— in the beautifully abstract finale 
— another uses a coin to tap out a 
signal against a metal signpost. On 
their own, July suggests, life’s every- 
day signposts aren’t enough; they 
need to be messed with, scrawled on, 
reimagined. 

Of course, technology provides a 
playland for such impulses. Whereas 
Kiyoshi Kurosawa’s brilliant Pulse 
views the Internet as a bottomless 
well of alienation, July sees it as a site 
for absurdist connectivity. 
(Unsurprisingly, in a film made by a 
white woman, it isn’t race, class or 
age, but gender that provides the 
toughest lines to cross.) I’m not a 
critic who subscribes to the belief 
that a feature made with hundreds of 
people is inherently superior to a 
short made by one person, and for 
me, nothing here quite catches the 


bewildering potency of The 
Amateurist’s 14 or so minutes, which 
convey the obsessive self-observation 
that’s part of anyone’s modern psy- 
che. July’s performance pieces, 
recordings, and short videos possess 
an inimitable, creepy quality, and I'd 
welcome a follow-up work that har- 
nesses her power to disturb. Me and 
You and Everyone We Know trades in 
whimsy, a risky game plan that could 
have been cloying.

was doing; | would just keep doing it until people started know- 
ing that, “OK, this isn't a band where no one plays instruments. 
This is Miranda July.” It took awhile. | made a sudden leap to 
the performance world proper when the Portland Institute for 
Contemporary Art put me on their program. They took a risk on 
a local performer. (They were definitely much better to me than 
the curators in the movie — but there’s an echo there.) Then | 
began to do a lot of stuff in New York and Europe. But | never 
really was in the “art world” — though being in two Whitney 
Biennials may make it seem like that.

ing free guitar lessons, giveaways, and 
date rape information. 

“It’s not as if I ever, ever, ever want 
to go to Warped tour again,” Hopper 
rants on her blog, “and it is not as if I 
expect any sort of great ideas/ideals 


to sprout from the [founder Kevin] 
Lyman-et al eel brain trust in 
regards to appealing to women when 
there is a 20-foot-tall ‘inflatable play- 
zone’ in the form of a ‘punk ‘woman’ 
(that looks like most of the girls at 
the fucking event) that has ‘music 
video slut’ writ large in fake tattoo on 
her — but this self-ghettoizing bull- 
shit is just that — bullshit.

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Pop kisses, heartbreak, and a din of buzz around “Heartbeat” — 
Annie lands in SF. By Jimmy Draper 


hen it comes to music’s 
success stories of 2005, it’s 
hard to imagine one more 
surprising than that of 
Anne Lilia Berge Strand. 

A 27-year-old from Bergen, 
Norway, the pop singer and DJ 
known simply as “Annie” first 
gained attention on the Internet 
after releasing her debut, Anniemal 
(Big Beat/Atlantic), in Europe last 
fall. But while it’s not uncommon 
to garner buzz via the MP3 blogos- 
phere — MIA and the Arcade Fire, 
for instance, became recent causes 
célébres thanks to the Web — 
Annie’s online support is so baf- 
fling because it comes primarily 
from indie rock critics and fans 
who normally turn up their noses 
at such unabashedly bubbly pop. 
Yet for months now, their blogs, 
bulletin boards, and fan sites have 
created the sort of hype that no 
publicity can buy. Even the elitist, 
notoriously rockist Web zine 
Pitchfork approved, naming her 
import-only “Heartbeat” the best 
single of 2004. 

For pop lovers, however, Annie’s 
praise can seem a bit backhanded. 
While her champions seem gen- 
uinely smitten with her infectious, 
disco-lite reveries and Madonna- 
indebted confections, many of 
them treat her as a rare example of 
a good pop performer. To them, 
Anniemal is the exception proving 
the rule that commercial pop is a 
vapid, entirely artless genre. 

So what does Annie think of the 
snooty folks who adore her but 
derisively snort at the mention of, 
say, Kylie Minogue? 

“Maybe they like Kylie secretly,” 
she playfully suggests before erupt- 
ing into a fit of laughter. “Like, 
maybe they buy her record but say 
it’s for their little sister, and then lis- 
ten to it themselves at their home.” 

Speaking over the phone from a 
tour stop in Rome, Annie says she’s 
flattered but ultimately bemused 
that typically pop-phobic listeners 
have embraced Anniemal. “I don’t 
know,” she continues, “maybe they 
like my album because in the begin- 
ning I was releasing a lot of my own 
12-inch singles and stuff like that? 
Maybe it’s a bit because I was writ- 
ing it myself so it just seems to peo- 
ple that my music is more honest 
than other pop music? But in a way, 
that shouldn’t really matter — it’s 
all music!” 


Rated X 

For Annie, whose songs incorporate 
underground and mainstream ele- 
ments, such inclusiveness has always

well. Their albums aren’t available domestically, but the imports are well worth their hefty price tags — further 
proof that those on the far side of the Atlantic make infinitely better pop than their counterparts in the States. 
Fans of stylish British pop need look no further than former S Clubber Rachel Stevens, whose albums brim with 
irresistible gems like “Some Girls,” producer Richard X's brilliant party-gal paean to champagne and zip-up boots; 
and “So Good,” an electro-thumping anthem worthy of early Madonna. And like the young Ciccone, Stevens 
doesn’t mind her rep as a disposable pop tart: She recently justified her prefab persona by noting, amazing- 
ly, there were many “great bands from the past who didn’t write their own music, like the Beatles.” Take 
that, music snobs! 
Alexis Strum’s dance pop is so breezily understated that both Stevens and Kylie Minogue have 
covered her songs — on Negotiate with Love and Body Language, respectively. So although her 
Xenomania-produced, 2003 debut never saw the light of day, it's not for lack of should-be 
hits: Web leaks like “Addicted” and the poignant masterpiece “Nothing Good about This 
Goodbye” are must-hear MP3s that'll tide you over till this summer's release of Cocoon

Nearly two years later, however, 
she returned to songwriting and 
began work on Anniemal. “I need- 
ed to do something,” she recalls. “It 
just felt natural to start to write 
music again. I was like, ‘I really need 
to finish this album — even more 
than before.” 

The first track she completed was 
“Kiss Me,” a collaboration with 
Finnish musician Timo Kaukolampi. 
Soon other producers were on 
board, including fellow Norwegians 
Royksopp and Richard X, the famed 
Brit responsible for genius singles by 
the likes of Rachel Stevens and the 
Sugababes. In fact, X was so taken 


Harry ever fancied herself a Pet Shop Boy. On shimmering, tastefully 
restrained songs like “Nowhere Without You” and “Another Day,”

Given all the hands in the pot, 
Annie (who cowrote all but the two 
X and Robinson tracks) was relieved 
the result turned out so cohesively. “I 
was worried the songs would sound 
too different because I was working 
in five or six different studios,” she 
admits. “But even though, like, 
Richard X and Timo are completely 
different producers, it somehow 
sounded like a real album. That’s 
what I’m most happy with.” 


Fickle lovers 
Finally released in the 

United States on June 7, 
Anniemal establishes 
Annie as the latest in a long 
line of impressive Scandinavian 

pop exports. From ABBA and a- 
ha to Ace of Base and Alcazar — 
not to mention legendary hitmaker 
Max Martin — the region has long 
been responsible for some of the 
world’s most enjoyable mainstream 
pop. American audiences are 
increasingly less receptive to that 
style of music, however, which 
makes Annie’s popularity here even 
more unexpected. “To me, it’s just 
strange my album got interest in 
the US at all, because it sounds 
very European,” she says. “But it’s 
very exciting.” 

Throughout Anniemal, which 
often evokes Minogue’s Body 
Language (Capitol, 2004), the 
wispy-voiced Annie looks to the 
dance floor as a place where love 


a single song. “Heartbeat” and 
“Greatest Hit” are euphoric celebra- 
tions of romance both new and 
familiar, while the Tom Tom Club— 
esque “Chewing Gum” is a love- 
*em-and-leave-’em ditty cheekily 
comparing men to sticks of bub- 
blegum that quickly lose their fla- 
vor. Elsewhere, she gets melancholy 
over love’s fleeting nature, as in “No 
Easy Love,” and waxes nostalgic in 
the wistful “My Best Friend.” 

They're songs that Annie says 
she’s excited to perform at her San 
Francisco debut this week, which 
will also feature her spinning 
records alongside Kaukolampi. (A 
return visit, with a full backing 
band, is planned for September.) 
She’s also interested to see who 
shows up — after all, the indie 
world that’s shown so much unex- 
pected support is notorious for 
turning its back once artists start to 
find a wider audience. In fact, as she 
continues to gain popularity around 
the world, she’s noticed a bit of a 
backlash has already begun. 

“J just met these people who are 
like, “Well, we used to like you 
before, but now you are main- 
stream!” she says, clearly amused. 
“Some people just want to like you 
if you sell, like, two records. They 
want to be the first one who loves it. 
But if you do more than that, then 
they’re like, “Nah! It’s not iteresting 
no more!’ But for me it’s good to sell 
records because I have been working

Soul mates | 


Oakland’s Sunny and Jamie Hawkins are a 
match made in R&B heaven. By Lee Hildebrand 


| ust kept tryin’ and tryin’ to 
be a superstar / Steady 

pourin’ out / There was 

nothin’ there / Finally, 

reached for You and You 
reached back / I'll never forget that,” 
Sunny Hawkins sings on “Where 
Would I Be,” a tune from her debut, 
More of You (Apgar St.). The Oakland 
vocalist’s mezzo tones soar gracefully 
over a syncopated drum machine and 
the symphonic swells of a synthesizer. 
The casual listener might assume it’s 
Beyoncé or some other contemporary 
R&B diva, until the true object of 
Sunny’s adoration sinks in: She’s 
singing about Jesus Christ. 

The stunningly attractive Sunny 
was until rather recently well on her 
way toward realizing her dreams of 
showbiz stardom. She’d been doing 
theater since second grade and in 
2000 landed a lead on Broadway in 
the hit musical Rent. She left the 
show after two years to focus on 
writing songs and doing background 
vocals. In no time, Sunny placed 
songs with Aretha Franklin — the 
2003 dance-club hit “The Only 
Thing That’s Missin’” — and Patti 
LaBelle, and sang harmony on both 
recordings. 


Sunny put her dreams on hold, 
however, after becoming reacquainted 
three years ago with future husband 
Jamie Hawkins. Her godparents are 
Jamie’s parents — Oakland gospel 
stars Walter and Tramaine Hawkins 
— and they’d spent much time 
together as infants. But Sunny lost 
touch with Jamie after she moved to 
Washington, DC, at age five. A mutu- 
al friend reintroduced them, and 
Jamie invited her on a date. 

“She was cute — very cute,” Jamie 
recalls. “She'd grown up.” 

“We just clicked that day,” Sunny 
adds. 

If Sunny’s career was in ascen- 
dance at the time, Jamie’s was in 
limbo. Though a member of one of 
gospel music’s most prominent fami- 
lies, he’d been trying his hand at sec- 
ular music since he was a teenager, as 
bandleader for a succession of stars 
— MC Hammer, Jodeci, Boyz II 
Men, Lauryn Hill — and as a song- 
writer and producer. In 2001, Jamie 
stepped from behind his keyboards 
to launch a career as an R&B singer. 
He crisscrossed the country as the 
opening act on Jill Scott’s first tour, 
in preparation for' the release of his 
debut CD for the Elektra-distributed 


Monami/East West label. Advance 
copies of Jamie’s self-produced neo- 
soul masterpiece were mailed to the 
media, but the disc was never 
released. Jamie’s solo career was over 
before it had hardly begun. 

“Some people could not agree, 
egos flared, and I got shafted,” 
explains Jamie, who was then living 
in Teaneck, NJ. “I was in the middle 
because I was just product.” 

Sunny and Jamie moved back to 
the Bay Area in May 2003, were mar- 
ried at Bishop. Walter Hawkins’s Love 
Center Church, in East Oakland, and 
rented a two-bedroom apartment in 
a rough North Oakland neighbor- 
hood. The apartment was tiny, but it 
managed to accommodate his-and- 
hers recording studios. 

The couple started making music 
together shortly after returning to 
Oakland. “We sat down and tried to 
do what we would normally do — 
write R&B stuff — but it didn’t come 
out,” Jamié recalls. Sunny suggested 
they write gospel songs instead. The 
result was her CD, released late last 
year on their own Apgar St. label. 
Hidden Beach, the BMG/Sony-dis- 
tributed label for which Scott 
records, is slated to release an 
expanded edition of the disc this fall. 

The dozen songs on More of You, 
all of which Sunny and Jamie wrote 
and produced, sound decidedly dif- 
ferent from most gospel — but, 
then, people also said that in 1969, 
when Jamie’s uncle, Edwin Hawkins, 
scored a massive pop hit with “Oh ° 
Happy Day,’ and in 1985, when his 
mother Tramaine’s single “Fall 
Down (Spirit of Love)” became a 
dance-club smash. 

“Tt wasn’t gonna have that church 
sound anyway,” Jamie says of his 
wife’s album. “That’s not me. My 
parents, even though they come 
from church, from Monday to 
Saturday what they played in our 
house was not James Cleveland. 
They were playing Earth, Wind, and 
Fire and James Brown.” 

The couple prefers the term 
“inspirational” to “gospel” for their 
music. They feel its appeal is broader 
than just to gospel fans, and indeed, 
the CD has gotten play on some 
adult-contemporary stations. 
“There are definitely other people 
besides Christian artists doing 
inspirational music,” Sunny says. 
“Tm not sure what religion 
India.Arie embraces, but her music 
definitely has a spiritual quotient.” 

Since recording More of You, 
Sunny and Jamie have moved to 
larger, quieter digs in Oakland’s 
Dimond District. “We have his stu- 
dio upstairs and mine downstairs,” 
Sunny says, “but we do have a living 
room.” %

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No nomad: James Jackson Toth, a.k.a. Wooden Wand Jehovah, won't speak for the trees. 


i Earth magic 


Seeking spirit guides with Wooden Wand and 
the Vanishing Voice. By George Chen 


ames Jackson Toth flinches at my 

casual use of “the N word”: “I 

wouldn't say ‘nomadic, there’s so 

many connotations with that. It 

sounds kind of hippie.” He’s 
explaining his recent moye to 
Knoxville, Tenn., from his native New 
York, and his goal of having his band - 
members support themselves by tour- 
ing as much as possible. As the core of a 
revolving collective known as Wooden 
Wand and the Vanishing Voice, Toth 
(a.k.a. Wooden Wand Jehovah), 
methinks, doth protest too much. 
WWVV spill out of the many possible 
boxes of psych, folk, blues, and “new 
weird America,” but cursory listens to 
their latest full-length, XIAO 
(Troubleman Unlimited) or the recent 
LP Sunset Sleeves (Weird Forest) do 
make one consider the hippie factor of 
plinky acoustic instruments, spoken- 
word spiels, and an air thick with some- 
thing unnamed and uncanny. 

Toth keeps my queries grounded in 
reality, whereas his music pushes 
toward a fantasy image of what we 
squares crave — cloudy caravans, dense 
with bohemian clichés and cut adrift 
from day jobs. “For us, it’s more about 
not having the responsibility of doing 
things we don’t want to do,” he tells me. 
“Tt’s really simple shit. ‘Nomadic, sure 
— but it’s just kind of about doing 
everything ourselves and keeping our- 
selves happy every day and not having 
to worry about creature comforts.” 

Even this simple credo seems like a 
shock to this oversaturated media 
grunt, who expects something more 
like cult-leader charisma or missionary 
zeal to crawl through the phone’s fibers 


and have me PayPal-ing my tithe to the 
WWYWYV cause. A collective fluctuating 
from an average of seven members to a 
touring formation of five, Toth and his 
compatriots Heidi Diehl, Steven “the 
Harvester,’ Satya Sai, and Glucas Crane 
have been making a stir among the CD- 
R and tape label underground over the 
past three years, releasing what seems like 
a record a month. Their first bar-coded 
products are the aforementioned XIAO 
and two fall releases on Olympia, Wash. 
5 Rue Christine imprint. The abundance 
of sounds and flow falls along lines of 
freedom jazz, the tone explorations of 
Loren Connors, Jackie-O Motherfucker, 
electro-acoustic music, and the organic 
folk dronings coming out of Finland. 
Toth and his Golden Calves band- 
mate Tovah O’Rourke met at SUNY- 
Purchase College. “We were friends 
during orientation,” Toth recalls. “We 
bonded over our love of indie and 
underground, which was more of the 
punk rock stuff” Under-the tutelage of 
other Purchase alums at Tower 
Recordings and by working at the local 
record store, both expanded their hori- 
zons and, in 1996, they started the 
Polyamory label. “It’s kind of the old 
story: We got exposed to a crash course 


‘in krautrock and free jazz, and then 


suddenly it was like, ‘Oh, this other 
stuff is lame?” Four of the other mem- 
bers of WWVV also went to Purchase, 
and three still.reside in New York 
(specifically, Brooklyn), though there 
are auxiliary members spread through- 
out the country. O'Rourke, who still 
runs Polyamory with Toth, appears on 
XIAO and plays in Dead Machines with 
her husband, John Olson. 


One gets the sense that WWVV’s 
nonmusical elements are more impor- 
tant than their status as a consumer 
product. They view music-making as a 
dialogue with the unseen, as opposed 
to an intellectual exercise. When asked 
about the Christian imagery that’s 
abundant on XIAO and lyrics that drop 
some Old- and New Testament knowl- 
edge, Toth again avoids branding. “As 
for our own personal beliefs and stuff, 
we are five separate individuals, and 
everyone believes different stuff,” he 
says, describing himself as a “spiritual 
dilettante, finding things in different 
orthodoxies that I find useful, whether 
it’s my life or art. I apply those things 
— whether it’s Christian pantheism, 
numerology, or, like, Anton LaVey or 
something. It’s all in there. We're just 
readers, and obviously some ideologies 
and orthodoxies appeal to us more 
than others, but as a group, I couldn’t 
really say one way or another where we 
fall on that.” The female vocals on the 
cassette Live at Pasture Aspen Farms (23 
Productions) definitely sound like 
those of a spiritual or hymn. These full 
and sunny songs mention “good news” 
and “all things coming to pass,” but 
there’s still a sense of ambiguity amid 
the celebratory clatter. 

The cult vibe may just be a sort of 
theatricality absent from the punk 
scene from which WWVV’s members 
spring. Toth credits his hardcore ado- 
lescence, spent reading Maximum 
Rocknroll and memorizing Kent 
Mclard’s PO box, as key influences on 
the band. “That’s the one thing we all 
really share, even the two other mem- 
bers of the touring band who don’t 
really come from that background — 
we all understand that nothing really 
matters except the DIY spirit,” Toth 
explains. “We fall on different sides of 
things musically, politically, socially, 
but we all kind of believe in just cut- 
ting out the middleman.” 

It’s hard to see MRR or HeartattaCk 
faithfuls partake of the WWVV Kool- 
Aid pitcher, but as with other ortho- 
doxies from which Toth gleans, he sees 
a related ethic living on in this project. 
“Aesthetically, it’s different, but as far as 
the ideology, it’s completely the same,” 
he says. “We could be in 1996 and we 
could be playing in some hardcore 
band, and we wouldn't behave all that 
differently or expect anything other 
than what we would be getting.” While 
labels like “hippie,” “punk,” “noise,” and 

“nomad” all seem to fall apart the more 
you pick at them, or maybe become 
conflated to share “freak” status in 
opposition to mass-cult America, 
WWVWV are peeling free a blank space 
that feels authentic and open to the 
possibilities that all those categories 
shut out. %

Legendary jazz musician and composer Miles Davis once said: “The thing to 
judge in any jazz artist is, does the man project, and does he have ideas.” 


One glance at the lineup for this year’s Fillmore Jazz Festival will assure Bay 
Area jazz enthusiasts and neophytes alike that on July 2 & 3, there will be no 
shortage of either. 


On Fillmore Street between Jackson and Eddy, the Fillmore Jazz Festival 2005 
will present a distinctive blend of national, regional and local artists on three 
stages, showcasing an array of performances and personalities that recall the cele- 
bration of diverse styles that made the Fillmore District famous. 

“Its a great neighborhood party in one of the truly great neighborhoods,” says 
Thomas Reynolds, owner of the Thomas Reynolds Gallery, and president of the 
Fillmore Merchants Association. “In the last few years, the musical talent on all 
three stages has taken giant steps. This year’s lineup may be the best ever.” 


One of the most recognizable names in the jam-packed schedule is Dr. Lonnie 
Smith, a sensation who has been at the forefront of the jazz scene since 1969, 
when he was named Top Organist by Downbeat Magazine.

Mega (Marriagé) 

YACHT’s Jona Bechtolt makes glitched-out pop 
dance experiments that neither digress into 
monotonous beats nor get weighed down by 
vocal filler. Guitars are audible as stretched-out 
sample materials softly sculpted into techno 
tones. While it's tempting to envision tiny rep- 
resentatives of Bechtolt’s rocker and raver 
sides perched on his shoulders, creating a 
bipolar pull, it appears electronics, pop, and 
trad rockisms have found a peaceful coexis- 
tence and even produced sturdy hybrid breeds 
in the Northwest scene from which Bechtolt 
emerges — one that includes Bobby Birdman, 
Thanksgiving, and ((VWWRSSNN)) — and may 
even spearhead. He’s collaborated with the 
Blow’s Khaela Maricich and toured in 
Devendra Banhart’s band. 

Bechtolt's infectious enthusiasm as a live 
performer doesn’t always come across on 
recordings, which is funny because all his live 
performances include the type of push-Play- 
and-freak-out mode that turns many people off 
from computer-driven music. If you fall into this 
category, Mega’s multimedia package will feel 


like overkill —| got both a 10-inch record and a 


CD of the same material packaged with a DVD. 
It's Bechtolt’s sense of gung-ho positivity against 
the odds that makes YACHT shows a memorable 
spectacle of interpretive, rubber-jointed dancing 
and comic laptop abuse. His cutesy sleeve 
drawings and song explanations approach pre- 
cious naiveté without ever going off the deep 
end. He has a self-awareness that could pass 
for an ironic smirk (example: “This is a song 
about an unhealthy ex-relationship. Not emo! 
We're friends and both way-totally happy now! 
... Oh, God ... this is getting so LiveJournal-y”) if 
the depth of his sincerity did not shine through. 
“Hot Dogs (Iron Cobra Version)” is ridiculous- 
ly catchy in a DAT Politics vein, and the bass 
line for “| Love a Computér” helps it qualify for 
most unlikely summer jam of the year. While | 
go back and forth on whether “Dans Danmark” 
is mega-annoying or mega-genius, the sing- 
song vocal snippet will surely stick in your ear- 
folds long after its initial hearing. The last track, 
“Now It Is All over Like the Birds,” is a stark and 
pretty Thanksgiving cover rendered folktronic. 


Sloan 
_ A Sides Win: Singles 1992-2005 (Koch) 


Since their inception in the early 1990s, Sloan have pursued a path of 
unadulterated power-pop perfection, even as their general musical 
approach has changed with time. On their 1993 debut, Smeared 
(Murder), they evoked a blur of indie touchstones like My Bloody 
Valentine, Sonic Youth, and Big Star. Those influences have continu- 
ously spilled into their music since then, giving them credibility 
despite their partly tongue-in-cheek excursions into Beatles-esque 
pop, cock rock, boogie, and glam. A Sides Win compiles 14 singles 
and 2 new songs and provides a fascinating glimpse into the band’s 
development but fails to recognize individual members’ strengths. - 
With four wildly different singer-songwriters in the band, it's dis- 
appointing how bassist Chris Murphy and guitarist Patrick Pentland 
dominate the track selections. Certainly they are the most consistent 
composers, but drummer Andrew Scott and guitarist Jay Ferguson 


Bechtolt manages to mash his reference points 
into a fuzzy blanket with enough rough edges to 
keep you guessing about where he’s coming 
from and what he’s on about. (George Chen) 


Jamie Lidell 
Multiply (Warp) 
Ah, yes, yet another album of soulful R&B from 
Warp. What?! Yes, the label that is home to 
Autechre and Squarepusher continues to deto- 
nate its brand identity with this sublime slice of 
vocal-driven funk from Jamie Lidell. But don’t 
worry, this is still some truly out-there music. 
Lidell previously worked with Cristian Vogel 
as Super Collider, and lent his amazing singing 
to the Matthew Herbert Big Band, but on 
Multiply, he reins in his more obviously experi- 
mental tendencies. Infact, the title track sounds 
like a lost gem from the Stax/Volt vault, with 
innocuously plucked guitar and bass lines lilting 
beneath Lidell’s astoundingly expressive voice 
as he swerves between crooning and belting 
the curious chorus of “So tired of repeating 
myself, beating myself up / Gonna take a trip 
and multiply, at least go under with a smile.” 
Lidell follows that up with “When | Come 
Back Around,” a tour de funk that marries the 
manic energy of Little Richard with the grind- 
ing grooves of Prince in a song that brilliantly 
showcases Lidell’s talent for songwriting and 
production (the way he chops both the drums 
and his vocals from channel to channel should 
be criminal). While a bit more of the beatbox- 
ing that enlivens his epic solo live gigs would 
be welcome, Multiply is a breakthrough, an 
album that simultaneously mines the past and 
the future, the analog and the digital, to deliver 
a fractured soul freakout that will blow your 
mind.

Demon Days (Virgin) 

Who could forget the 2000 self-titled debut with 
collaborators Dan “the Automator” Nakamura 
and Del tha Funkee Homosapien dropping sin- 
gles like “Clint Eastwood”? The long-anticipated 
second full-length from the most popular car- 
toon hip-hop band to hit the airwaves is every- 
thing fans expected and more: This is not just a 
hip-hop album. The absence of Dan and Del on 
Demon Days does smart a little, but Danger 
Mouse's smooth and on-point production and 
all-star guest appearances make up for the 
loss. Catchy, head-bobbin’ tracks with recogniz- 
able rock samples playing over deep bass lines, 
synthesized keys, and pop guitar riffs make for 
a perfectly entertaining road-trip CD. 

On the highway, spin your iPod to “Feel 
Good Inc.” The album’s first single features the 
unmatchable flow of De La Soul against the 
sharp vocals of Gorillaz cocreator Damon 
Albarn from Blur, thick drum ’n’ bass beats, 
and twangy guitar notes. It has the upbeat feel 
of a club hit, unlike most tracks on the album. 

“Last Living Souls” sounds like someone 
pushed Play on a prerecorded Casio keyboard 


have written quite a few.nuggets over the years. Furthermore, 
most of the tunes are barn-burners, painting Sloan as a mere 
rock band when they have a much wider palette. Finally, the 
fact that A Sides Win includes only the generic “The Rest of My 
Life” off the otherwise excellent 2003 album Action Pact (Vik} 
does that record a complete injustice given its cqnsistency. 
Nevertheless, the compilation does extract most of the choice 
cuts from Sloan's discography, including the McCartney-esque 
“Everything You've Done Wrong,” the strutting “Losing 
California,” and the Machiavellian “The Other Man.” At the same 
time, it dispenses with filler from uneven albums like 2001's 
Pretty Together (Murder). The new tracks are also welcome addi- 
tions in the Sloan songbook. Pentiand’s “All Used Up” comes 
straight out of '80s glam metal with its slippery riffs and wailing 
guitar solo, and Murphy’s “Try to Make kt” casts the band as a 
new wave act with Cars-style guitars and cheesy synthesizer.

Scout Niblett 
Kidnapped by Neptune (Too Pure) 


With her tiny frame, Hummel-figurine wig, and 
new Oakland home, Nottingham, UK’s Emma 
Louise Niblett seems rather unassuming. But 
on her third hauntingly intense record, she 
proves she’s anything but. From the leadoff 
track, “Hot to Death,” Niblett's harrowing 
vocals color Kidnapped in many shades. They 
might be curdled screams in the dark or the 
love howls of a tragic blues singer on a muggy 
summer's night, but whether they’re coming 
from inside her or her Cindy Sherman—esque 
stage persona, they’re as real as real gets. 

More intently than on past recordings, 
Niblett redefines minimal rock and folk, strip- 
ping the genres to their bare essentials and at 
times employing a Reichian approach to lyrical 
and instrumental arrangement. The title track 
coalesces with a stream of “shoop-shoop”s 
and a repetitive refrain (“Where have you 
been / Where have you been?”) posed so 
many times, one gets the sense Niblett is sub- 
consciously pulling from both Diana Ross's 
“Theme from Mahogany (Do You Know Where 
You’re Going To?)” and Leadbelly’s “Where Did 
You Sleep Last Night?,” asking several ques- 
tions while only singing one. Perhaps it’s also a 
bit of the Steve Albini production wand at 
work, but Niblett manages to scale down these 
ditties to core functions so that the songs 
practically sing themselves. They're now 
skeletal tunes with hardly a drape of creamy 
skin dangling from their lanky structures. 

Even when she punches it up a notch, like 
with the rumbling bass line of “Lullaby for 
Scout in Ten Years” — almost a redux of her 
guitar heroes, Nirvana — or on the grungy, 
soft-hard-soft cadence of “Good to Me,” 
Niblett plays sonic extremes against one 
another with aplomb and purpose. At one 
moment, she's slinging trudging, distorted 
power chords; at the next, it’s all softly hewn, 
heartrending tearjerkers. She’s Goldilocks, 
Raggedy Ann, and Polly Jean Harvey in equal 
parts.

h-ch-changes. Indeed, they are afoot in the life of yours truly, and let me 
ie you, | don’t roll with them all that well. From a death in the family to 

moving house to an impending unemployment spell to a temporary rever- 
sion to dial-up access — |’ve got my work (so to speak) cut out for me. But 
for now, a few achievable goals (read: diversions) are in order. Task one: Buy 
a laptop and an external hard drive and rip and sell every CD | can’t listen to 
all the way through in one sitting (replenishing the laptop advance with eBay 
proceeds). Task two: Use said laptop to draft v.1 of screenplay currently 
tucked away in the depths of gray matter. Task three: Get out of house/mind 
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with greater frequency. 

So working my way backward — as | typically do — on that list, I’ve 
vowed that the third weekend of each month will be spent indulging in two of SF’s 
most incredible techno nights (which strangely bear the same names as a couple 
of parties that my former employer used to throw in Detroit and which, in a sense, 
work to temper my growing homesickness). 

The newly christened Kontrol club kicked off June 18 with promoters Greg Bird, 
Sammy D, and friends hosting Switzerland’s Galoppierende Zuversicht, a duo who 
reconfigure old analog and digital gear and have garnered more underground hype 
than any electronic act in recent memory, for a sold-out evening of galloping-mini- 
melodies and thumping bass bumps — the kinds that get Rx Gallery patrons 
cackling at the “no dancing” bills occasionally pinned to the space’s wall. 

The Sundays to follow those third Saturdays will more than likely find me at the 
newly relocated yet still relatively new Jack party at the Lower Haight’s Under- 
ground SF. During the club's last installment, Dus Silencefiction (Marc Kate of the 
fabulously experimental pop combo | Am Spoonbender) and Derek B slung Juan 
Atkins—inspired techno, trashy Euro vocoder-funk, and Chi-town acid house (er, 
jack, to us Midwesterners) for a small but dedicated crowd, and while | couldn't 
stick it out for the whole night, | kept the icy-hott beats going with a drive by Mark 
de Clive-Lowe’s set at Mighty and the sounds of Can You Jack?

Hyim and the Fat 
Foakland Orchestra 


Elbo Room, June 3 


yim makes no bones about it: He makes party music and he was at the Elbo Room to 
esr the crowd as he celebrated his new, self-produced and -released record, 
Hyim and the Fat Foakland Orchestra. \t’s an album chock-full of diverse musical 
styles ranging from Latin to hip-hop, reggae to funk, amid horns, strings, Afro-Cuban per- 
cussion, and human beat-box sounds. And that’s what the Bay Area native played during 
two eclectic sets on a stage jam-packed with the Fat Foakland Orchestra’s instruments. 

The main show began when a stylishly accoutred Hyim, resembling an upscale 
young man in the Marina out for a night of clubbing in a jacket, dress shirt, and hat, 
sashayed onto the stage over booty-backing polyrhythms played by two percussionists, 
a drummer, bassist, and tenor saxophonist on shaker. “Whenever | say, ‘Pab,’ you say, 
‘Lo,’”” Hyim yelled into his mic in reference to percussionist Pablo Soto. 

The crowd followed his directions, trading off with him — all slowly building in inten- 
sity until the room filled with shouts of fervor. Then he launched into “Speaking in 
Tongues,” a soulful come-hither song off the new record, featuring jazzy keys and a 
sweet melody. Jesse Levitt played a gloriously raspy tenor saxophone solo while Hyim 
comped underneath on his keyboard. 

Down in the crowd, a middle-aged white man in a wrinkled shirt bobbed his head to 
the beat like a duck preparing for flight, moving his body along as if he’d just learned to 
use his limbs. He got up on his tiptoes, flapped his arms, and pumped his legs before 
disappearing into the rest of the audience. 

Alto saxophonist Marcus Stevens, trombonist Charlie Wilson, and trumpeter Marina 
Garza climbed onto the stage shortly thereafter. Hyim talked about sex and the plethora 
of condoms he had to give away during the musical downtime. One of the rubbers flew 
into the audience and hit a girl on the arm as the complete Fat Foakland Orchestra 
launched into the next tune, “Let Me Go.” The blaring horn section upped the fun quo- 
tient, but Garza’s solo and fills, replete with Dizzy Gillespie upper-register runs and Fred- 
die Hubbard-inspired intervallic trills, were out of tune. 

Nonetheless, the band impressed with its ability to make the crowd shake it like a 
Polaroid picture the whole night. Hippies, twentysomething tweakers, middle-aged 
ladies — all of them succumbed to the groove established by drummer Michael Faiella 
and the effortlessly funky bass of Mark Calderon, who has played with the Meters’ Leo 
Nocentelli. Ajayi Jackson gave a strong performance, pounding out Afro-Cuban beats in 
compound time on percussion and playing some down-and-dirty blues on the keyboard. 
And with guest raps from 0-Maya MC Rico Pabon and.((SAOCO))'s Dos-4 and Manu 
Negra, the whole night felt like one packed, sweaty dance party as Hyim slowly disrobed 
till he was performing with his chest bared. 

Opener JP Cutler struck a more somber note with his folk songs. He whispered his 
vocals over droning tunes that moved between spare contemplation and heavy metal 
saturation via an idiosyncratic fingerpicking guitar style reminiscent of NPR darling Kaki 
King. Cutler sounded great, but his music stuck out next to Hyim’s funky set. It looked 
like an indie rock show, with the floor in front of the stage devoid of life and the edges of 
the room crowded with onlookers struck with ennui yet mindful of the music. Motion 
Potion, however, enlivened the downtime between sets by spinning jazz break beats, 
Afro-Cuban grooves, and classic rock songs transformed into dance-floor tracks. 

But the life of the party was Hyim. Whenever he got onstage, throng§ of listeners ma- 
terialized. Once he started singing, they all started dancing — no matter their age, race, 
gender, or ability. They swayed and shook, enraptured, until he stopped. Then they dis- 
appeared into the wee hours of the morning with hands and pockets possibly filled with 
free condoms.

and constrained. One painting, Untitled (fountain), presents a 
nearly empty swimming pool-like structure with a decorative 
water fountain sprinkling pathetically in its center. On the 
floor of the pool, lily pads float in a sickly green muck. Nature 
here appears to be kitsch, polluted and surrounded by ce- 
ment. In the weeds, it persists, perhaps in spite of civilization, 
but beneath Ballantyne’s brush it nevertheless lacks any de- 
fiant, romantic potency. Untitled (contaminated pond) similar- 
ly presents nature as little more than a corrupted by-product of modern industry. In the piece a metal fence and 
empty space surround a crater filled with water. Hardly a “pond,” the crater appears to have been dug out as a recep- 
tacle for the water as waste. Nothing ever lived there, and no one ever enjoyed the site as a swimming hole. At best 
the water is poisonous, something to be avoided. On the other hand, Untitled (retro development), presents walkways

cut into green lawns, which lead from sidewalks to short staircases that once led into houses. Traces of the tract 
housing can be faintly discerned through shifts in the color of the lawn. The houses are gone, but nature has not re- 
turned as a majestic, uncontrollable power. To the contrary, what remains appears distinctly artificial — despite the 
green of the grass — and it is hard to imagine anything ever could have thrived there. And Untitled (passage) pres- 
ents a fence topped with barbed wire and a throw rug hanging over it painted the same color green as the grass in 
the rest of the show. Here nature is entirely absent, except perhaps as a nostalgic artifact preserved in the threads of 
the machine-made rug. Ballantyne’s paintings might be dismissed as merely cynical. However, they articulate a sad- 
ness that does not merely degenerate into sentimentalizing nature. There is something intimate about them that ex- 
presses a desire to love or to belong to a world about which one cannot but feel repulsed.

‘Twist of Faith This crisply edited, painfully 
honest doc from director Kirby Dick (Derri- 
da) views the Catholic church’s wide-ranging 
molestation scandal through the eyes of one 
victim: blue-collar family guy Tony Comes of 
Toledo, Ohio. (We’re also privy to the feelings 
of his wife and other family members, includ- 
ing his children, thanks to Dick’s preferred 
method of having some of his film shot by its 
subjegts.) After being abused as a teenager by 
a trusted local priest — a teacher at Comes’s 
Catholic high school who organized weekend 
gatherings at his lakeside cabin for favored 
male students — Comes suffered in silence 
for years. When he finally speaks up, seeking 
not a quick payout but an apology first and 
foremost, the injustices continue, including 
the horrifying realization that the Comes 
family has inadvertantly moved onto the 
same street as the alleged pedophile. As it 
turns out, the local diocese has done a bang- 
up job protecting accused priests over the 
years, a terrible fact that — more than the 
abuse itself — causes Comes to question his 
faith for the first time.

Yes A lot of people have been disappointed or 
bewildered by Sally Potter’s paltry output 
since 1992’s Orlando. They've wondered if 
that film’s imaginative expansiveness was a 
fluke; if her more recent features aren’t just 
glorified romance novels; if their storylines — 
suggesting it’s never too late for a complicated 


woman to find a tall, dark, and handsome for- 
eigner who will in turn find her G-spot — 
aren’t too personal in a kinda-to-hella embar- 
rassing way. (Do we really need an arthouse 
How Stella Got Her Groove Back?) These con- 
clusions are all quite possibly true, allowing 
for personal taste. Nothing could induce me 
to witness The Tango Lesson, wherein Potter 
played herself, getting jollies off the titular 
quasi-erotic sessions she essentially black- 
mailed out of actual tango master Pablo 
Veron in exchange for his getting a film role.

A Tout de Suite Director Benoit Jacquot seems 
comfortable slipping into the on-the-run sub- 
genre of art cinema (think Pierrot le Fou or 
Morvern Callar) in his well-regarded if not en- 
tirely exceptional A Tout de Suite.

Nolan’s 
approach is. way less fantasyland than Tim 
Burton’s; his Gotham is seedier, and his Bat- 
man (Christian Bale, who heads an superb 
cast) is younger and way more pissed-off. The 
first half of the film is given over to the hero’s 
origin story; the real action kicks in once the 
man in black decides to clean up his city on 
his own terms. “People need dramatic exam- 
ples to shake them out of apathy,” he explains 
to his faithful butler Alfred:(Michael Caine). 
Among the film’s multiple villains is psychia- 
trist Dr. Jonathan Crane (28 Days Later’s Cil- 
lian Murphy), who himself has an alter ego — 
let’s just say he puts the “scare” in “Scarecrow.”

She also 
taps her own Sleepless in Seattle formula, 
slathering a generous coating of puppy love 
on a romance between grown-ups. The movie 
opens as honest-to-goodness witch Isabel 
(Nicole Kidman) touches down in Los Ange- 
les, determined to give up her spell-casting 
ways. Elsewhere in Tinseltown, self-obsessed 
actor Jack Wyatt (Will Ferrell) decides to 
jump-start his career by starring in a new ver- 
sion of Bewitched. How Isabel comes to be 
cast as Samantha to Jack’s Darren has every- 
thing to do with her nose, which she’s able to 
twitch in exact imitation of Elizabeth Mont- 
gomery. She agrees to be on the TV show be- 
cause she’s attracted to Jack — for a witch, she 
sure is naive, interpreting his show-biz 
schmooze as genuine affection. Kidman and 
Ferrell — the unlikeliest couple since Emily 
Watson fell for Adam Sandler in Punch- 
Drunk Love — actually make an OK pair here, 
but Bewitched, which is packed with Holly- 
wood in-jokes, ultimately fails to transcend its 
sitcom-style superficiality.

© Caterina in the Big City In Italian director 
Paolo Virzi’s Caterina in the Big City, new- 
comer Alice Teghil plays Caterina, a small- 
town girl who moves to Rome with her mis- 
anthropic father and hapless mother. When 
she gets to school, she has to navigate the 
dicey terrain of teenage cliques and attempt 
to get in with the “right” crowd to help Dad 
climb the social ladder. Instead of limiting the 
story to the girl’s predictable identity crisis, 
Virzi is willing to bring the class and political 
debates in contemporary Italy to the surface 
and posit them as a fundamental component 
of her family’s troubles in their new home- 
town. Caterina’s father, Giancarlo (Sergio 
Castellitto), represents the experience of the 
aspiring bourgeoisie, frequently running into 
the impenetrable wall of old money that sur- 
rounds the city’s institutions. This frustration 
ultimately turns the movie inward, focusing 
on the emotional fallout that results from Gi- 
ancarlo’s failure to achieve the professional 
success he’s so convinced he deserves. Cateri- 
na grows in the process of all of this, of 
course, but the movie’s resolution is much 
more satisfying than many other loosely com- 
parable films.

Crash Being promoted as the most critically 
acclaimed film of the year (so far), Paul Hag- 
gis’s first directorial feature provides a fine op- 
portunity to note which critics you need never 
take seriously again. Namely, any caught clap- 
ping their heads off at this crap-a-palooza, a 
steaming pile of horseshit spray-painted Oscar 
gold — though, in fact, Crash takes itself so se- 
riously, it might settle for nothing less than the 
Nobel Peace Prize. Hewing way too close to 
the Magnolia model, it throws together 
umpteen marquee names (including Sandra 
Bullock, Brendan Frasier, Matt Dillon, and 
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Don Cheadle) as two-dimensional characters who inter- 
sect during a fateful 36 hours in that Hollywood veteran's 
perennial notion of Everytown, LA One dimension is that 
they’re all racist — and aren’t we all, the movie sorrowful- 
ly chides — and the other is that they’re still “human,” 
meaning they love their kids or have sick parents or such. 
With every scene a blunt confrontation, the movie is a 
Rube Goldberg contraption in which one overamped 
event sets off another, each obvious irony and tragic mis- 
understanding highlighted in boldface throughout. (1:40)

The Deal (1:47) Galaxy. 
Enron: The Smartest Guys in the Room When the Enron 
scandal hit, it grabbed enough headlines to outrage even 
non—Wall Street types. But if the reasons behind the com- 
pany’s spectacular collapse still seem kinda enigmatic — 
err, something about the stock market, and, like, shady ac- 
counting practices? — Alex Gibney’s excellent doc Enron: 
The Smartest Guys in the Room offers clear, damning ex- 
planations. With a clever pop soundtrack keeping the 
pace, Gibney charts Enron’s rise by delving into the psy- 
ches of charismatic company heads Ken Lay and especially 
Jeff Skilling; he also expounds on Enron’s shady business 
tactics, which included banking on projected (and ulti- 
mately “imaginary” profits, firing analysts who disagreed 
with Enron brass, stashing debts in offshore companies, 
masterminding the California energy crisis (and therefore 
contributing to the election of the Governator), etc. 
Among the film’s many engaging interviewees is Fortune 
magazine reporter and author Bethany McLean, who 
dared — during the boom years — to ask how exactly 
Enron made its billions. The answer — a mixture of hope, 
misguided faith, and sinister financial magic — turns out 
to be just as compelling as how exactly Enron lost its bil- 
lions.

*@5x2 Of the five backward glances at a man anda 
woman’s relationship in Frangois Ozon’s 5x2, two mo- 
ments stand out, almost as bookends: In the first, Marion 
(Valeria Bruni-Tedeschi) and Gilles (Stéphane Freiss) 
close their clinical but exceedingly civilized divorce pro- 
ceedings with an afternoon hook-up in a Spartan hotel 
room. But what starts out as both tender and tentative, 
between two good, modern bourgeois, soon goes com- 
pletely wrong, with whatever remained of the ruptured 
relationship in tatters. The other instance comes late in 
5x2's game — and early on in Marion and Gilles’s couple- 
dom, as the movie’s scenes from a marriage unreel back- 
ward, following time’s arrow from split to sweetheart sta- 
tus, in a rewound-chronology gesture that subtly brings 
the expressway-to-yr.-skull narrative violation of Irre- 
versible to mind rather than the playful scramble of Pulp 
Fiction. Marion and Gilles have just been married, amid 
much merriment, dancing, and gold light. Drunken revel- 
ry, however, turns into a damsel’s reverie, as the groom 
passes out in the gilt-and-satin baroque nuptial chamber 
and the bride is left alone. With 5x2 Ozon seems to query: 
What happens when bad love happens to a good woman? 
In straight-faced marriage counselor mode, the director 
seems less interested in blame or play (despite his striking 
use of pop and Italian love songs) than in peeling back 
the opaque truths that made-up a relationship. (1:27)

‘George A. Romero’s Land of the Dead It’s been a long 
time and a lot of sub-par (and some surprisingly good) 
zombie flicks since George A. Romero — who basically 
invented the genre with 1968’s Night of the Living Dead — 
released a good movie. The wait is over with Land of the 
Dead, a pointedly political sorta-sequel to 1985’s Day of 
the Dead. Zombies, or “stenches,” now have free run of

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heavily guarded human enclave. And there are 
barriers within the city as well, with rich folks 


living in oblivious style (thanks to a sleazy 
overlord played by Dennis Hopper), and poor 
folks existing with Dickens-esque pluck on 
the streets. The balance is upset by a chain re- 
action of events, set in motion when a dis- 
gruntled mercenary (John Leguizamo) steals 
a zombie-proof assault vehicle and aims its 


weapons at the city (Hopper’s character re- 
sponds, “We don’t negotiate with terrorists!”). 
Also, as it turns out, zombies aren’t as stupid 
as we've always believed — seems they can 
communicate, organize, and relearn long-for- 
gotten motor skills (including how to fire 
guns). Human heroes emerge (Simon Baker 
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and Asia Argento among them), but Land of 
the Dead belongs to Romero's gold-star zom- 
bies, who perpetrate enough sweet, sweet gore 
to electrify even the most discriminating hor- 
ror fanatics.

Happily Ever After Totally innocuous and 
pleasantly fizzy, Happily Ever After is an odd 
mélange of Cassavetes and whimsy. The film’s 
subject is ostensibly that of marital discord, 
but writer-director-star (gulp) Yvan Attal (My 
Wife is an Actress) isn’t interested in getting 
mucked up in the messy emotionalism that 
comes with such relationships. Rather, his 
characters dance around one another, crying 
one moment only to forget what they were so 
upset about a few scenes later. The film starts 
by focusing on a set of three male friends (two 
married, one flashily single), though it soon 
becomes clear that our stars are Attal’s Vincent 
and Charlotte Gainsbourg’s Gabrielle. Attal 
never really clarifies Vincent’s conflicted feel- 
ings for his wife — he’s friskily playful with 
her in one scene and cheating on her in the 
next — though it must be said that nowhere 
does he purport to understand love. Happily 
Ever After has a habit of losing track of itself, 
making for a sugary, if not entirely memo- 
rable, ride. Taken with Gainsbourg’s sharp 
looks and a thoroughly silly cameo by Johnny 
Depp, though, it’s a very pretty picture indeed.

beth Banks), whose forthcoming marriage — 
to dullish lawyer Jonathan (James Marsden) 
— her mom not-so-subtly disapproves of. But 
Isabel is just seeking the stability that her par- 
ents and childhood never afforded her. As it 
turns out, Jonathan has a past that suddenly 
comes back to haunt him, and a present more 
complex than he lets on. During the eventful 
24 hours of Amy Fox’s concise screenplay 
(adapted from her stage play), mother and 
daughter both suffer some rude awakenings 
about their relationships — including their 
own — and emerge at dawn with destinies 
redirected. This witty but nicely weighted 
Manhattan seriocomedy is like an extralong 
New Yorker story, modest in tenor yet precise 
in observation, easing us into a world that 
looks “glittering” on the surface but proves 
riddled by some very standard human flaws 
underneath. The excellent cast also includes, 
in small but sharp appearances, Isabella 
Rossellini, Rufus Wainwright, Eric Bogosian, 
George Segal, and Michael Murphy. (1:33) Al- 
bany, Embarcadero.

Herbie: Fully Loaded The first Herbie film 
(1968's The Love Bug) starred Dean Jones, 
who, as human lead in That Darn Cat, The 
Horse in the Gray Flannel Suit, and other clas- 
sics, was the quintessential picture of Disney 
wholesomeness. Disney cultural elitism aside, 
Jones was talented at letting his assorted ani- 
mal and inanimate costars hog the spotlight, a 
skill diva-ette Lindsay Lohan lacks. Instead she 
saunters (and sometimes screeches) through 
Herbie: Fully Loaded with no regard for build- 
ing onscreen chemistry with her cute 1963 
Volkswagen bug-with-a-soul. Herbie, a junk- 
yard graduation gift, causes mischief right 
away, and speed demon Maggie finds herself 
breaking promises to Dad (Michael Keaton) as 
the bug brings her back to the racetrack. In 
male disguise at first, she eventually must de- 
fend her racing family’s dynasty against 
smarmy NASCAR champ Trip Murphy (Matt 
Dylan). Director Angela Robinson, the first 
African American lesbian Disney has trusted 
with such a project, nearly churns out an ami- 
able family comedy, but Lohan’s lackluster act- 
ing and a weak script keeps Herbie stuck in 
first gear.

In a quaint village surrounded by vast 
fields (“Nothing out there but witches and 
wizards,” a character remarks matter-of-fact- 
ly), a young hatmaker named Sophie (voiced 
by Emily Mortimer) is turned into an elderly 
woman (Jean Simmons) at the whim of a vain 
witch (Lauren Bacall). To break the spell, So- 
phie befriends Howl (Christian Bale) — an 
alluring wizard with problems of his own — 
and ends up moving into his titular home, a 
rattling contraption that strides about on 
spindly legs and is powered by Howl's friendly 
fire demon (Billy Crystal). A love story, an en- 
chanted scarecrow, a potent antiwar message, 
and the immortal line “I see no point in living 
if I can’t be beautiful!” — this gorgeous 
movie's got it all, and then some.

Framed as Spellbound-meets-ballroom danc- 
ing, director Marylin Agrelo’s documentary 
Mad Hot Ballroom tracks the mandatory 
ballroom programs at three New York City 
schools as the classes prep for competition. 
The film is highly entertaining when it spot- 
lights the contrast between the elegant art 
form and the age of the kids, who are still 
squirmy when faced with touching the op- 
posite sex. But no matter how clumsily they 
spin each other around, by performing a 
grown-up dance, these children visually em- 
body their elders’ inflated hopes that they 
will become “young ladies and gentlemen,” a 
laa different era. The sentiment is catching 
for the audience too, in part because the kids 
are soooo damned adorable. Ballroom cap- 
tures a range of children’s perspectives in- 
stead of individual stories — a strategy that 
weakens the film a bit.

Rize Photographer and MTV video direc- 
tor-turned-documentarian David 
LaChapelle’s Rize privileges Watts over Holly- 
wood, Or, to borrow a linguistic fusion used 
by someone in the movie, it brings the two to- 
gether to form Hollywatts. An exploration of 
new urban dance styles, Rize has greater kinet- 
ic energy and visual splendor than you're likely 
to find in this season’s big-budget block- 
busters. LaChapelle’s framework is simple: He 
moves back and forth between personal story 
lines and adrenaline-pumping performance 
sequences, building toward a climactic stadi- 
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um showdown between the House of Clown, 
led by pioneering dancer and neighborhood 
activist Tommy the Clown, and the newer 
wave of dancers — Krumpers — that have 
emerged from his influence.

ity the emperor penguin. His name is glorious, but his lot in life — as incred- 
Piissy documented by Luc Jacquet and narrated with morbid amusement 

by Morgan Freeman — is one of unrelenting duty and sacrifice. The emper- 
or penguin doesn’t much lord it over anyone. A penguin couple don’t fly or swim 
the 70 miles to their breeding grounds, they hoof it. When they produce that pre- 
cious egg together, they both have to take turns carefully stowing it away under 
their bodies, or on their toes, so it doesn’t hit the ice and instantly freeze-dry to 
death. Each parent starves for months at a time while caring for their baby in 
the coldest, driest climate on Earth, only to watch some of those infants be kid- 
napped by predatory arctic birds. If social Darwinists love the traditional top-of- 
the-food-chain tale, only a true evolutionary thinker can really appreciate this 
one. Or a working parent. March of the Penguins has less in common with 
French adventures into animal kingdoms — Microcosmos, Winged Migration — 
than it does with the more moralizing cultural work of, say, Robert Flaherty. But 
it’s still got to be the most beautifully filmed animal story of the year, in one of 
the landscapes most endangered by rapacious humanity: gorgeous mile after 
mile of frozen earth, with pastel skyscapes, brutal storms, and line after line of 
amazing, tuxedoed birds, devotedly marching in formation. (Susan Gerhard)

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Holy river 


t’s five in the morning. A white sun rises through a hazy, pearl- 

toned sky over the eastern bank of the Ganges River. Cresting the 

arc of the water to the north is a chaotic piling of temples, crum- 

bling cement stairways, and half-finished buildings. In the narrow 

alleyways in between, deep gutters are filled with murky liquids; 
masses of people charge in all directions, barely avoiding steaming 
wet heaps of cow shit. 

Along the river’s edge, as the morning light grows, Indian fami- 
lies wearing brightly colored clothes wash and pray. To the north, a 
crematorium pours out dark smoke. To the south, just a few feet 
away from some of the bathers, a dead body wrapped in a white 
sheet bobs with the tide. Somewhere down river a lone (human?) 
eyeball drifts, long tendrils snaking through the stream, like some 
soft sea creature. Trailing the eye: a naked skull, likely cleaned dry 
from the heat of the furnace. 

Welcome to Varanasi, a city of nearly one million people in 


northern India, and one of the holiest places in the Hindu tradition. 


People travel here on once-in-a-lifetime missions to be healed — or 
to die, and be carried off in the ostensibly holy waters of the 
Ganges. For travelers, getting to know Varanasi is a multilayered ex- 
perience — and a fascinating case study in the intersections of ge- 
ography, religion, culture, and tourism. 

The tourist experience here has some universal elements. For in- 
stance, when I stepped out of the ancient sleeper train that had car- 
ried me 14 hours west from Calcutta, I was immediately caught up in 
a swarm of thin, sweaty men plying wares and offering rides and ho-

tels. Maneuvering through, I hopped into an auto-rickshaw (kind of a 
cross between a motorcycle and a go-cart) and was swept into a rib- 
boning stream of other rickshaws (both auto- and bicycle-powered), 
bikes, and people who moved with almost no adherence to any dis- 
cernible traffic law — other than a vague nod to the British habit of 
driving on the left. 

The chaos of the streets extends to the marketplaces, where the 
steady drumming of shopkeepers’ pitches hits the ears, and you navi- 
gate around cow patties left by some very large holy bovines, who 
roam freely. Once you learn to bargain, you're in a position to buy 
some amazing stuff — from yards of cloth to food to piles and piles 
of multicolored bindis and beads — at ridiculously low prices. 

The markets here serve Indian and foreign travelers alike — but 
most people make the pilgrimage here for other reasons. Each morn- 
ing, visitors and locals gather at the edge of the water to wash and 
pray. All day long, funeral processions wend through the streets and 
arrive at one of two burning stations along the ghats, massive temples 
that serve alternately as docks for boats and altars for worshipers. 
There’s no crying — and typically, as far as I could tell, no women — 
at these ceremonies, which consume 360 to 400 kilograms of wood 
per body burned. 

First built some 2,000 years ago, Varanasi is nested around the 
Ganga (as it’s called here), which serves as spiritual mother and literal 
life force of the community. The town uses its waters as bathtub, 
drinking source, and absorber of runoff from city streets and sewage 
tanks. So while the locals and the believers dip in daily, I stayed away, 
after reading that there’s literally no oxygen left from all the toxicity. 
Still, the sight of the Ganges River is an amazing thing. Despite the 
pollution (and the floating refuse), the water smells fresh and looks 
clear, and an early-morning boat ride along the ghats made me want 
to melt into the velvety stream.

When to go The best time is November through March, the winter 
months.

Getting there Take the sleeper train from Delhi (12 hours) or Cal- 
cutta (14 hours).

Varanasi is, in many ways, a quintessentially 21st-century Indian city 
—a place where new and old clash and where spiritual traditions blend 
with daily life. If you're interested in Hinduism or Islam, this is a good 
place to study (formally at the local university, or informally in one of 
many temples). If youre interested in yoga, massage, or the intricacies of 
playing the tabla, you can work with one of many teachers here. 

It’s also a place filled with wonderfully friendly people, delicious 
food, and several great bookstores. Something about it beckons trav- 
elers to stay for a while and learn — most significantly, perhaps, 
about a new way to face the inevitable end of life.
